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NATIONAL MEMORIALS 


ATERLOO BRIDGE, in London, and the Nelson 
Pillar, in Dublin, are, as we all know, in imminent 
danger. In both cases the allegation is the same 
—that their removal is necessary on practical 
grounds, but in neither case is there any evidence 
of public approval, even from the purely practical standpoint. 
But the similarity does not end here, since both are memorials 
approximately a hundred years old, and both are of exceptional 
architectural value and interest. The proposed demolition of 
these structures raises the important question as to how far we 
are justified in destroying the monuments set up with love and 
care by our forefathers unless their removal be so obviously 
necessary that there can be no serious difference of opinion. 
A memorial possesses many distinct claims. It may be, as in 
these instances, of indisputable merit as a work of art, 
but even if its esthetic value is not obvious to the 
generation in power, as is, on the whole, the case with the 
Albert Memorial, it yet represents the ideals of the generation 
that erected it ; it is part of the history of the town, and it is 
a very dangerous precedent to allow any generation to destroy 
work that was once considered really representative and monu- 
mental, on the grounds of its «esthetic shortcomings. To say 
this is not to suggest that England is the better for our inability 
to destroy nineteenth-century catalogue tombstones and 
marble tablets ; but the irony of the situation is that these, 
which we think valueless, are in no danger, whereas the truly 
representative and unique memorials on the large scale stand 
in constant peril. 


In dealing with memorials of this kind we have, however, 
not only to consider their intrinsic, esthetic worth and their 
value as history, for we cannot rule out the sentiment that 
they should inspire. We of the present should feel injured if 
some vision of the future could show us the site, of Liverpool 
Cathedral in use a hundred years hence as a super-landing 
station for the trans-Polar route to Japan ; nor should we care 
to see the cenotaph in Whitehall removed and a traffic-controlling 
platform reigning in its stead, however practical and efficient 
this might be. It is easy enough to overdo sentiment, but we 
seem too often to have delegated an excess of power to those 
who leave no place for sentiment at all, but on the contrary seem 
‘o make the flimsiest excuses of “ practicality” into a reason 
for demolishing our memorials, even when the practicality of 
the proposals is disputed by at least as many experts as are 
found to favour it. 


The City Churches are not memorials,“except in so far as 
they are monuments to the genius of Wren, but the spirit that 
prompts the will to their destruction, coming, as it does, from 
within the Church, shows how universal is the present-day lack 
of reverence for the past, and illustrates the absence of archi- 
tectural appreciation that now extends from the highest and 
best of our present-day thought downwards. It is amazing 
that those in power to-day should hand over the decision as 
to buildings to those who have made no study of architecture 
and who would not even pretend to have grasped the A BC 
of the subject. It is proposed that the clergy should be the 
ultimate arbiters of the fate of these churches, and since to 
the average clergyman church architecture means Gothic 
architecture, the arbiters’ decision is not even impartial. It 
seems strange that this wave of iconoclasm should reach its 
culminating point at the moment when the tide of commercialism 


and architectural apathy has clearly begun to ebb, and the 
paradox arises, no doubt, from the misfortune that the majority 
of those in power still represent a Victorian mentality—the 
worship of the exceedingly short-sighted and inefficient “ business 
man” and his methods. In the case of Waterloo Bridge the 
mere volume of protest must be regarded as a hopeful sign of 
the times. Sir Reginald Blomfield has performed.a public 
service in intimating that he cannot assist as an assessor in a 
competition which, if realised, involves the destruction of the 
bridge, so long as there remains any chance of saving it. Future 
generations, as he truly remarks, will forget all about the strike, 
but they will never forget or forgive the destruction of the finest 
national monument that this country possesses. 


The case of the Nelson Pillar is less familiar than that of the 
bridge. Although it was not originally a popular memorial 
as was the bridge, it has become endearingly familiar where 
it stands to successive generations of Dublin citizens, and its 
danger is in no sense the outcome of political bias. The position 
is that the Dublin Corporation has recently been superseded 
by three Commissioners who enjoy well-earned public gratitude 
for the way they have, during a very short, period, handled the 
management of the city. But it is one thing to allow autocratic 
powers in sound management and quite another to permit 
a dictatorship that can, by a stroke of the pen, sacrifice national 
monuments that presumably belong to the public, without any 
consultation with responsible citizens, and, it may be, without 
any architectural knowledge on the part of the dictators. The 
sum of £1,500 set aside for demolishing the Pillar is clearly 
inadequate for its erection elsewhere, and one can see the 
Commissioners of Dublin repeating the error of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works when it threw Temple Bar on the scrap-heap ; 
forty years or so later we found its successors in the London 
County Council trying unsuccessfully to buy it back from a 
private individual who had salvaged it. 

The most astonishing feature about the proposals in question 
is that in neither case is it possible to make out a convincing 
claim on practical grounds alone. If the new Waterloo Bridge 
is to carry only the same traffic as the existing bridge there 
can be no object gained in rebuilding it ; if it is to carry more, 
it can only further block the Strand and, taking the needs of the 
Metropolis as a whole, it occupies one of the least desirable 
sites for a large new bridge. Even to-day we do not seem 
to have learned that a town cannot be developed piecemeal. 
With the Pillar we find a similar absence of justification. The 
traffic round the cross roads where it stands is negligible in 
quantity in comparison with similar sites in London and 
Paris, while to the pedestrian the oasis formed by the 
Pillar is a perfect godsend, placed, as it is, in the middle of 
an immensely wide street where the paucity of traffic allows 
of great speed in driving and corresponding danger to life 
and limb. 

It may be argued that the Pillar is no concern of ours, 
but Art admits of no boundaries, and the letter to the Times 
from architects of eminence in France urging the preservation 
of Waterloo Bridge certainly carried more weight, as being 
essentially disinterested, than would a similar letter from 
English architects. Indeed, if the Arts are ever to regain the 
pre-eminence they once enjoyed, it is essential that they should 
be as international as are questions affecting science and 
scholarship.

Limited WHEREVER we turn in 
Competi- these days we meet with 
tions. the spirit of competition, 
and in every kind of work and play it 
seems necessary to invoke competition, 
so that the gain in money or credit 
may go to the successful competitor. 
We all must know, however, that the 
winner in a competition is not necessarily 
the best of the competitors, whether it be 
in the world of economics or of art. That 
the spirit of competition can be left out 
of architectural practice may be im- 
possible or undesirable, and it appears 
to be gaining ground. The system of 
open competition amongst architects is 
good, well-regulated and has many safe- 
guards, largely through the agency and 
good work of the R.I.B.A. The limited 
competition, however, is once more 
under discussion, and a referendum is 
being instituted as to whether those who 
take part in one should be bound by 
conditions similar to the open com- 
petition. There are reasonable arguments 
of a conflicting character which can be 
adduced, but our own feeling is that we 
are in danger of too much restriction in 
professional practice. Generally speaking, 
when a small number of reputable 
architects are invited to take part in 
a limited competition, not only may 
they be trusted to look after their own 
interests, but it is doubtful if the 
client, the art, or the profession as 
a whole will suffer. As a matter of 
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fact, the participants in a limited com 
petition do sometimes meet together 
and agree on certain definite conditions 
under which they will compete. This refer- 
endum is instituted to discover whether 
the general opinion is that these limited 
competitions should be regulated and 
assessed by the Institute, and that no 
one should take part unless the com- 
petition is governed and assessed by the 
Institute. If this means support and 
encouragement of limited competitions 
by the Institute, that is one aspect of the 
question; but is it not going a little 
too far to insist on the Institute govern- 
ance in a limited competition where the 
competitors are invited because oftheir

with an earnest love for art, there should 
be ever present a desire to find essentials 
and cultivate fine ideals. The things which 
still live in the work of men like Jackson 
are the essentials of true art, and an 
analysis of his doings which may lead 
to the conclusion that he was a Gothicist 
at heart is a matter of small moment 
compared with those results which he 
achieved in pleasing grouping, proportion, 
and distinctive detail. If our students are 
led to fix their ambitions on making 
beautiful buildings, they may safely 
ignore the mere shibboleths of styles 
and periods. 
WE all owe our thanks to 
The Royal the Government for the 
Commission decision to appoint a Royal 
on Bridges. Commission to inquire into 
the whole question of the 
bridges of London, and we have no fear 
of the result if the Commission includes 
those who are able to take a statesmanlike 
and impartial view. The findings of this 
Commission should be more than the 
exploitation of idealistic theories—they 
should point the way to some definite 
action worthy of the future of the capital 
city of the greatest empire the world has 
yet known. It is certainly no light task 
to inquire into the means for uniting the 
north and south sides of the River Thames 
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as it passes through London so that the 
present and future needs of transport 
may be most adequately met. Such a 
subject cannot leave out of mind the 
future of railway traffic coming into 
and through London, the probable fate 
of fixed tram-lines, the urgent need for 
some amount of replanning of the south 
side, and a possible southern embank- 
ment; and over all, the imaginative 
thought of how this great city may 
become more beautiful and dignified. 
We would stress the point that those who 
are to serve on this important Commis- 
sion will be chosen for qualities which 
count above all considerations of official, 
social, or party distinctions. 
THOSE who have the privi- 
Architecture lege of seeing the exhibition 
and Style. of late-Elizabethan art at 
the Burlington Fine Arts 
Club will agree that this is one of the 
most interesting of the many delightful 
exhibitions the Club provides every year. 
The beautiful mellow-toned portraits, 
distinctive furniture, and exquisite exam- 
ples of metal work and needlework reflect 
in a very graphic way the charm of Eliza- 
bethan work. Some fine pictures and 
busts of the Bacon family are shown in 
the writing-room as illustrative of the 
tercentenary of the Bacon family. As 
we dwell on the ‘beauties which are to be 
found in the various styles of art all 
over the world do we take to heart the 
important fact that it is not the style 
with which we should be most concerned, 
but rather with the timeless art of fine 
proportion and emphasis which may be 
found in Gothic, Egyptian, Grecian, 
Indian, and Chinese art alike’ The 
student who can feel satisfied to limit 
his admiration to such art as that of 
Peruzzi has not learnt the lesson of great 
and universal art which is as emphatic 
and delightful in some of the Caves of 
Ajunta as in the finest products of the 
Italian Renaissance. How did the refine- 
ments and beauties of Hellenic art and of 
Indian and Chinese art really evolve ? 
It is a far ery from Greece to China to-day, 
but was it not much farther two thousand 
years ago’ There is an old saying that 
the body is more than raiment, and we 
are always wondering nowadays (when 
we see their designs) whether our archi- 
tectural students realise the truth of 
this. There is work that still lives from 
out of the welter of our nineteenth- 
century revivals, but this living value is 
the body of architectural values, and 
not the mere raiment of styles.

Bath War Memorial. 
A war memorial is to be erected at Bath from 
the designs of Sir Reginald Blomfield, R.A. 


New School, Street. 
Mr. and Mrs. Roger Clark have offered to pro- 
vide a site and erect a new school for infants at 
Street, Somerset, to cost about £10,000. 


A.A. Annual Excursion. 

It is announced that the A.A. annual excur- 
sion for 1926 will be to Normandy, and will 
take place during the last two weeks in Septem- 
ber. Full particulars will be announced later. 


War Memorial, Leyland. 
A war memorial scheme, estimated to cost 
£1,150, is to be carried out from the design of 
Mr. F. Howarth, a local architect. 


Harrow Council and Proposed Arterial Road. 


On the grounds that the road would destroy 
one of the most beautiful views of Harrow 
Hall and Harrow School, Harrow U.D.C. have 
protested against the route of the arterial road 
which the Middlesex County Council propose 
to construct linking the Harrow and Greenford 
road with the road to Watford. 


Yeovil Housing Scheme, 

An important housing scheme, involving a 
total expenditure of £64,500, inclusive of roads 
and sewers, is being started by Yeovil T.C. 
In the Lyde district, in the extreme eastern 
part of the town, 120 dwellings are to be erected. 
These will be of three types, and 100 of them 
will be of concrete, the remainder being brick- 
faced.! 

Cinema for Liverpool. 

A large cinema with several shops is to be 
built on the site in Lime-street between the 
American Bar and Blackler’s Stores. The 
cinema will hold 1,700 people, and there will 
be a cafe in the basement. Seven or eight 
shops will be part of the cinema front. The 
promoters, it is announced, include Mr. Pearce 
and others associated with the Donegal Tweed 
Co. 

Cologne Cathedral. 

At the last meeting of the Society for the 
Preservation of Cologne Cathedral, it was 
pointed out that adequate repairs and preserva- 
tion of the cathedral could not be carried out 
without the permanent co-operation of the 
Reich besides that of the Rhine Province and 
city of Cologne. This year 515,000 marks are 
at the disposal of the Society, but this sum, it 
is stated, will hardly cover even the most 
essential repairs. 


Bloomsbury Site. 

The Professors and Readers of the University 
of London have sent a petition to the Duke of 
Bedford, the Prime Minister, and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, on issues connected with the 
Bloomsbury site. The petitioners express the 
hope that the Duke of Bedford and the Govern- 
ment, in conference with representatives of the 
University, will give their consideration to ways 
in which the site, or as much of it as can be 
utilised by the University, may be retained for 
University purposes. 


(Water Supply Project. 

Clay Cross U.D.C. have applied to the Ministry 
of Health for sanction for a loan to augment 
their water supply. They propose to sink a 
further borehole in Press-lane, in the parish of 
Ashover, Derbyshire, from which they hope to 
obtain a yield of at least 100,000 gails. a day, 
also to construct a new intake from the Press 
Brook, which water will get bacterial and 
mechanical filtration before entering the mains. 
A new 1,000,000 gall. reservoir is also included 
in the scheme, which has been prepared for the 
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Council by Messrs. W. H. Radford & Son, of 
Nottingham, 

London Street Architecture Medal, 1925. 

The jury entrusted by the R.I.B.A. with 
the award of the London street architecture 
Medal have made their award for the year 
1925 in favour of ‘ Britannic House,'’ Fins- 
bury Cireus, E.C., designed by Sir Edwin L. 
Lutyens, R.A., F.R.I.B.A., of 17, Queen 
Anne’s Gate, Westminster, 8.W.1. The Lon. 
don Street Architectural Medal is awarded 
annually to the architect who has designed a 
building of merit completed during the three 
preceding years within a radius of four miles 
from Charing Cross. 


Excavations at Caerleon. 

It has heen decided to issue an appeal for 
subscriptions to carry out further excavations 
at Caerleon next spring. Near the new en- 
trance to the amphitheatre two coins have been 
found. One, a silver coin in good preservation, 
was identified as belonging to the period of the 
“impress Faustina, 175 a.p., and the other, a 
bronze coin, to the period of Emperor Tetricus, 
268-278 a.p. 

Cost of Building. 

Mr. Frank Nash, L.R.I.B.A., writes to the 
press as follows:—The present cost of build- 
ing being so high, it is surprising to notice 
how many comparatively large buildings are 
still being erected on the old methods, with 
solid brick walls and timber floor joists and 
roof, instead of concrete and steel. For 
smaller buildings possibly brickwork is both 
cheaper and quicker to build, but certainly for 
larger buildings, such as factories, warehouses, 
and office blocks, considerable savings are 
made by the adoption of steel-framed buildings, 
both in the cost of material and the time taken 
in construction. Such buildings are, in addi- 
tion, practically fireproof, with their concrete 
walls and floors, steel windows and teak doors, 
and, in my opinion, considerable reduction on 
the insurance premiums should be made by the 
insurance companies on this type of building. 


Building Trade Differences. 


Mr. Campbell asked the Minister of Health 
in the House of Commons last week whether 
the was aware that differences had arisen 
in the London building trade on the ques- 
tion of the working of overtime in the 
London area; that there were many large 
buildings now being erected in London where 
urgent work was as a consequence being held 
up; and that the men desired to work the 
necessary overtime ; and whether he could take 
any steps to enable them to do so ? 

Sir A. Steel-Maitland, the Minister of Labour, 
who replied, said that there was joint machinery 
existing between the employers’ and workers’ 
organisations for dealing with matters of that 
kind, and he had no doubt that the position 
would receive attention. In those circum 
stances he did not think that intervention on 
his part at the present moment would be 
desirable. 

Waterloo Bridge. 

The L.C.C. Improvements Committee, of 
which Sir Percy Simmons is chairman, have 
reported that they consider the provision of new 
bridges at Lambeth and Waterloo ‘‘ a matter 
of immediate and vital interest.’’ ‘‘ We there- 
fore think,’’ the report continues, ‘* that the 
construction of Lambeth Bridge should proceed 
without delay. As regards Waterloo Bridge 
the facts are different. We are advised that 
for the moment the bridge is safe, but that it 
is impossible to state for how long it will re- 
main safe.'’ The committee therefore recom- 
mended that on the understanding 

(1) That the proposed Royal Commission on 
Thames Bridges will issue its report within a 
reasonable period ; and 

(2) That the Council retains the full liberty 
in the event of an emergency to deal with the 
bridge as it thinks fit, 

Action for the rebuilding of Waterloo Bridge, 
including the holding of the competition agreed 
to on April 2, 7 and 28, 1926, be deferred. 

The recommendation was agreed to.

PRESERVATION OF COLOUR IN 
“OLD MASTERS.” 

An interesting explanation of the method by 
which ‘ Old Masters’’ were prepared in order 
that they should not fade was given in a paper by 
Mr. A. P. Laurie, read recently at a meeting of 
the Royal Society. The subject was research 
work undertaken by the Royal Academy’s com- 
mittee in the investigation of modern pigments 
and mediums in order to throw more light on 
the tendency of the modern oil picture to 
lower in tone. This tendency, it was explained, 
was partly due to the yellowing of the linseed 
oil film, but that did not entirely account for 
the changes. In order to test changes of refrac- 
tive index, an oil film was painted on the glass 
of a Smith refractometer, and during the drying 
the index rose from 1.480 to 1.490. After nine 
months, the index was over 1.500, a change 
which produced a visible effect on white lead and 
pale yellows. As the linseed oil film continued 
to change and crack for many years’ that slow 
change of refractive index no doubt continued. 
“ Light is thus thrown,” it was stated, “ on the 
method of painting in oil by the fifteenth 
century painter, who laid down a scheme in 
black and white on brilliant colour in a medium 
of low refractive index, and glazed over this with 
thin oil paint, thus securing that as the pigments 
became more translucent, more light would be 
reflected from the painting below, thereby 
keeping up tone and brilliancy in his pictures.”

Within the 
last few months a new owner has appointed a 
local architect to carry out alterations and 
additions. | make no comment as to this 
appointment, but it seems a pity that a building 
built by specialists should pass out of the hands 
of specialists, Large institutions as a rule have 
a local architect for their small jobs, but go to 
a specialist for the larger additions and exten- 
sions; this is a recognised practice. 

Has a body of governors the right to change 
its architect? 1s it compulsory always to 
employ the same man? How many architects 
who have lost a client would like another archi- 
tect to come and say, “ You have lost your 
client, and I have been appointed in your place. 
| hope you don’t mind?’’ On the other hand, 
if the newly-appointed architect raised any 


point with the client as to his predecessor, 
might he not be treated in the same way ?

The Faculty of Architects and Surveyors. 


S1r,—The formation of a number of societies, 
which appear to come from the same address in 
Lincoln’s Inn, cannot but defeat the object that 
these new formations represent and are out to 
protect. The amalgamation of the Quantity 
Surveyors’ Association with the Surveyors’ In- 
stitution, and the R.1.B.A. with the Society of 
Architects led one to think that in future these 
two bodies would be the only professional 
institutions representing these professions. 

Rightly or wrongly—I don’t profess to decide 
—some thought that it was best to have another 
society, which could also speak out if occasion 
required, and it was hailed with satisfaction in 
many quarters. It is to be agreed that to give 
full powers into the hands of one society often 
lends itself to abuse, as in the recent case of the 
medical profession and the late Dr. Axham, and 
another case where a professional man was 
fined for writing a “ too legal’’ letter, in which 
he used the word “ client,’’ on a complaint by a 
law society. 

But, when an association is formed, and makes 
progress, and after a while another society is 
given birth from the same address, but at a 
cheaper subscription, one begins to wonder 
whether the first consideration is the good of the 
profession or what it is.

District Surveyorships. 


Sm,—Your correspondent, Mr. Lovegrove, 
in the current issue of The Builder remarks on 
the falling off of candidates for the District 
Surveyors’ examination. The reason is not 


far to seek, and is the old one of supply and 
demand. The vacancies are intermittent and 
the available qualified men numerous. The 
writer obtained the District Surveyor’s certifi- 
cate in 1914, but is still “‘ unattached”’ as far 
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as an appointment is concerned. It cannot be 
expected that students will face twelve months’ 
study and pay the entrance fee for the examina- 
tion with the chance of appointment so slender. 

The several good districts which Mr. Love- 
grove states will be vacant shortly will be filled 
no doubt by promotion of existing District 
Surveyors, and the new appointments will 
therefore be to the less lucrative districts. 
The incomes attached to these posts are con- 
jectural ; at most the average gross income for 
the past three years is given. Office rent and 
salaries of staff have to be paid by the District 
Surveyor out of this gross income, and it must 
be within Mr. Lovegrove’s knowledge that, in 
some cases, the net incomes cannot be called 
Lid good.”’ 

The writer is of opinion that a District Sur- 
veyor’s certificate of itself is of little use in 
obtaining an appointment. In addition, experi- 
ence in a District Surveyor’s office would seem 
to be necessary.

A Builder who also practises as “ Builder, 
Surveyor, and Auctioneer.” 

I could name others; there are many similar. 
Should each profession be a separate profession, 
or should the registration, when it comes, be 
the “ Registration of Jacks of All Trades.”’ ?

Working Stresses in Mild Steel. 


Str,—In the recently published Report of the 
Building Acts Committee of the R.1.B.A., it is 
recommended, inter alia, that the working stress 
allowable for steel should be increased from ene- 
fourth to one-tenth of the ultimate strength. 
This would mean a stress of 10 instead of 7} tons 
per sectional square inch and would he applicable 
to mixed loads. The ordinary rule is one-fifth 
for live loads, one-quarter for mixed loads, and 
one-third for dead loads. The Committee do 
not state if a higher stress should be allowed for 
dead loads but, if so, following the above pro- 
portions, the stress for dead loads would be 
13.3 tons, which would be out of the question, 
seeing that the elastic limit appears to be about 
13.5 tons. The question suggests itself whether 
the proposed limit of 10 tons is not too high for 
safety.

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ADVERTISING 


By MANNING ROBERTSON. 


Tue King’s Bench Divisionai Court recently 
gave a most well-considered and lucid deci- 
sion to the effect that when an Act of Parlia- 
ment says something it means what it says, 
or, more particularly, the Court decided that 
when Parliament gave powers to County 
Councils to deal effectively with unsightly ad- 
vertisements it actually intended to enable 
County Councils to deal effectively with un- 
sightly advertisements. This being so, no 
doubt the Home Office will reconsider tise 
various ‘‘ provideds,’’ “‘ ifs,’ and *‘ only 
whens ’ that it included in a recent circular 
letter to local authorities. In due course, 
therefore, the County Councils should be in a 
position to start considering how they can best 
deal effectively with unsightly advertisements. 

The different kinds of such advertisements 
are almost as diverse as the varieties of 
garden pests. There is, of course, the vulgar 
and highly organised flashing sign, and the 
scaffolding to which it clings, as offensive by 
day as is the sign by night. Next in pro- 
minence there comes the flaring paper poster, 
obnoxious as much by ill-placement as by its 
normally crude colouring and fatuous design. 
Then there is the enamelled plate, possibly 
the worst of all, because time seems to Lave 
little effect upon it. The only agency that can 
deal adequately with this is comparable to the 
waves of the sea that by constant abrasion 
wear the pieces of a broken bottle into seemly 
green pebbles. This agency is the small boy 
and his stone. Surely but certainly he chips 
the enamel, each chip starts a patch of rust, 
and successive generations of small boys, 
carrying on the good work, will no doubt in 
time crumble even these enamelled signs, 
until eventually they become illegible and are 
carried off to roof rabbit hutches. 

In the matter of advertising, England has 
stood to her neighbours like the man who 
breeds countless slugs and snails in a unkempt 
rockery, from whence a constant supply 
emerges in all directions to invade the adjoin- 
ing gardens and to breed others of their kind. 
lt would be interesting to know how many 
people who see their local railway station 
plastered with enamelled notices of XYZ sub- 
stitute are sufficiently unsocial to buy that 
substitute, and how many are public spirited 
enough to refrain consciously from buying it. 
There can surely be little doubt that these out- 
of-date, toneless reiterations have lost any in- 
fluence they ever possessed, and it follows that 
if the public has wearied of this lifeless 
medium of appeal, it can only do harm to 
business to leave such notices in position. If 
the firms concerned with motor spirit have re- 
moved their plates, why do not other adver- 
tisers follow suit? It is hardly conceivable 
that rent is paid on all the derelict enamelled 
plates on wayside stations. If it is not paid 
obviously the plate should be removed ; if rent 
is paid, then it is time that those who pay the 
rents and their shareholders should consider 
whether the signs are worth the cost and 
whether they are not doing a great deal more 
harm than good. 

In considering the large paper poster we 
ave to admit its necessity—at least, for the 
present; but surely something can be sug- 
gested to render the hoardings less chaotic 
than they are now. Supposing, for example, 

iat a town wishes to license a hoarding, the 
pace might be sub-divided into suitable units, 
based on the size of a poster, the whole framed 
u by a band of black paper, and each poster 
init framed off in the same way with thinner 
ands—say, 3 in. thick—it being the business 
f each advertiser to see that he did not over- 
step his frame and to make good round his 
wn notice. The rents charged would be ac- 
ording to the size and position of the area 
reserved. Some kind of control in regard to 
olour would seem desirable, but would be dif- 
feult to introduce, and certainly could not be 
dealt with at the start. 

Fig. 1 shows a possible treatment for a 


hoarding, the standard-sized small posters 
being kept near the ground. Fig. 2 shows a 
larger hoarding where the small posters are 
kept at eye-level, and the detailed posters, 
dealing with complexions, cinemas, sauces, 
etc., are placed above and below. The 
standardising of sizes would mean that the 
whole hoarding would not necessarily be used, 
but, as in Fig. 1, the posters could be framed 
in with 6-in. strips of black paper, leaving a 
margin round the edge. 

While it would be absurd to pretend that 
such licensed hoardings would add to the 
beauty of a town, unless a great deal of co- 
ordination in colour and design could also be 
insisted upon, yet even the mere framing-in 
and standardisation of sizes would give an 
effect of order and care that is totally absent 
from the garish and inchoate hoarding of to- 
day. It is difficult to see how anything but 
an improved public taste can cope with the 
trader who defaces his wails with advertise- 
ments of his own goods, but the local author- 
ities might very well prevent the letting of 
gable-ends for promiscuous advertising. It is 
intolerable that the man who is prepared to 
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disfigure his gable-end and interrupt the 
public amenity should come to look upon this 
misdeed as a source of legitimate revenue. In 
the search for a telling advertisement we 
should not have to aim at provoking a 
momentary astonishment among the stupid, 
but at attracting the educated with a work of 
art—in a humble degree—suitably placed, and 
showing signs that care and attention have 
been bestowed on it in relation to its sur- 
roundings. The posters that have already 
taken a lead on these lines have had a most 
encouraging reception, and the standard main- 
tained by certain large firms proves that good 
taste is good business. 

As a first step the proposal outlined here 
would certainly evoke notice and should be 
possible of application in local areas with the 
minimum of trouble and expense. The new 
legal finding has pointed the way by shoulder- 
ing the problem upon the local authorities. A 
general move would create difficulties and 
arouse opposition, but a growing sense of pride 
in town and district would encourage experi- 
ment and friendly rivalry in public manners. 
The enterprising district would show the way 
to the laggardly. Can it be doubted that an 
invitation to visit an ‘‘ unspoilt corner of pic- 
turesque England,”’ which proclaimed a strict 
control of the advertisements in its area, 
would attract notice and patronage? Modesty 
can be more sensational than bragging. It is 
this conséious modesty that can alone supplant 
chaotic individualism and keep step with en- 
lightened progress. 
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EXHIBITION NOTES 
COTMAN DRAWINGS. 


None of our readers should miss seeing the 
collection of drawings by J. Sell Cotman at the 
Walker Galleries. He was a master of expres- 
sion in pencil and sepia and india ink drawings, 
and conveyed with real value and effect the 
many architectural subjects he dealt with. It 
is doubtful if anyone has done so much and of 
such consistently high quality in architectural 
pencil and wash sketches. Some of the water- 
colours shown are as near perfection as one can 
imagine, such as Nos. 40 and 7. These convey 
in a broad, simple way real architectural 
qualities. The collection of this gifted artist’s 
drawings was so large that private ownership 
became impossible unless the drawings were 
hidden away. The 162 exhibits are practically 
all connected with architectural subjects; in 
six of them there are round towers, at the west 
end of the church. The account of Cotman’s 
work by Mr. C. F. Bell in Walker’s Quarterly 
(1920), with its illustrations in colour and black- 
and-white, is very welcome; the author’s com- 
ment on the artist’s work being that ‘it is 
generally agreed that the British School, 
abounding more than any in architeciural 
painters and draughtsmen of the first rank, 
produced few to equal and none to surpass 
Cotman, unless Turner can have been held on 
a few occasions to have achieved greater 
perfection.”’ 


PASTEL DRAWINGS. 


The pastel drawings of Switzerland by 
Lawrence G. Linnell, at the Walker Galleries, 
show the knowledge of one who has lived himself 
amongst the scenes he has depicted. It is not 
easy to give the real values of snow scenes, but 
Mr. Linnell commands the stately and broad 
impressiveness which can be produced by snow 
landscape. Amongst his fifty views of winter 
in Switzerland there are some outstanding 
examples of real accomplishment. One of his 
drawings is a specially fine instance of the 
way in which a great variety of colour goes 
to the make-up of a vivid impression of a snow 
landscape.

THE WORKS OF 
SIR THOMAS GRAHAM JACKSON, R.A., 
ROYAL GOLD MEDALLIST. 


1n the course of a paper on this subject, given 
at the K.I.B.A., on Monday evening last 
(Mr. .. Guy Dawber, President, in the chair), 
Mr. H. 8. Goodhart-Rendel, F.R.I.B.A., said 
it was the fashion some years ago to base all 
discussion of English architecture upon the 
premises that English architecture was dead. 
The date of its death was variously reckoned ; 
it had last been seen alive in the time of the 
Georges, and was presumed to have passed 
painlessly away some time between the Peace 
with France and the Great Exhibition, so that 
Pugin might dance on its grave and Ruskin 
exhume it to give his disciples a lesson in 
anatomy. Since which it had been preserved 
in spirits for the use of students. This was 
really no rhetorical exaggeration. Read where 
they would in the writings on ssthetic of 
the last generation, and they would never long 
escape an obituary notice of architecture. At 
this date or at that date the spirit left the 
body ; thenceforward nothing could be expected 
beyond ingenious galvanisations of the corpse, 
cosmetic rejuvenations of its face. While -all 
this was being said Norman Shaw was _ build- 
ing New Scotland Yard and Bentley was 
planning Westminster Cathedral. Either they 
had not been told that architecture was dead 
or they refused to believe it. Sir Thomas 
Jackson also was busy building, joining to his 
works a faith in the welfare of English archi- 
tecture that he never shrank from proclaim- 
ing. ** To the freedom from the bonds of strict 
professionalism,'’ he said once, *‘ the British 
School of Architecture is indebted for that 
proud position which it holds among the 
schools of Western Art."’ 

It was very necessary, before examining the 
work of the generation to which Sir Thomas 
Jackson belonged, to consider the influences 
amid which that work was conceived and 
executed. Sir Thomas was a pupil of Sir 
Gilbert Scott, and this fact alone was of typical 
significance. Sir Gilbert Scott had once been 
chief assistant to Roberts, who was Smirke's 
pupil and the designer of Fishmongers’ Hall, 
and this fact was significant also. He thought 
that Sir Thomas was often in revolt against 
the theories of Scott, and he was sure that 
Scott was always in revolt against the theories 
of Roberts, whenever—which was probably 
seldom—he remembered them. If we allowed 
Roberts to represent the neo-Classic architects, 
of which he was one of the last to survive: 
if we acknowledged, as we must, that Scott 
was the most generally representative architect 
of the Gothic Revival: and if we claimed, as 
he (the speaker) believed we could, that Sir 
Thomas Jackson was one of the most skilful 
exponents of the Revival of Renaissance to 
which that of Gothic gave way, we could 
regard the working life of the three men as 
not only synchronising with but typifying the 
tendencies of English architecture during the 
Jast century. 

The architectural system of the eighteenth 
century was framed to extract from middling 
capacity the highest achievement possible to it. 
To this end it sacrificed any talent, bad or 
good, that was notably egregious. The five 
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orders and their combinations were all that 
the average head could carry, and therefore all 
that any bead should be allowed to contain. 
Vanbruga, Hawksmoor, Archer and Adam all 
had heads that contained a good deal else— 
they were consequently exposed by the best 
judges as licenuous and temerarious. Their 
exuluple was dangerous ; unsuccessful unitation 
of their peculiarities would do more harm than 
those peculiarities could ever do good, therefore 
for the common weal they must be suppressed. 
Lhe Gothic Kevival replaced this tyranny by 
another—by that of Kickman’s classification 
und of the laws of Keclesiology. ‘* Church 
architecture,’ wrote the editor of The 
Ecclesiologist in 1854, ‘* is no longer tentative. 
it approaches to something of the completeness 
of an exact science. It ss admitted to be a 
subject not so much of taste as of facts a) 
of tacts such as the symbolical impropriety of 
western triplet windows, the necessity for 
encaustic tiles, the obligation that no mould- 
ing, no ornament should be too “ early "’ or 
too ** late "’ for the forms with which it was 
combined ; of facts that were combined by Sir 
Gilbert Scott into one of the least uncertain 
systems of money-making that man had ever 
devised; of facts that drove many of Sir 
Gilbert's pupils, and many of Street's pupils, 
great artust though Street was, into almost 
passionate rebellion. 

This rebellion took the form of a revival of 
the two styles most abhorred by Ecclesiologists, 
late Gothic, pronounced by them to be cor- 
rupt, and Renaissance, christened by them 

the Debased Style."’ To the leaders of the 
rebellion, Philip Webb and Norman Shaw, it 
brought emancipation from strict stylism— 
their method was eclectic; to the rest it 
brought a change from styles become law- 
bound to others of which the law-givers were 
not yet established. Though still confined in 
the prison of the past, they had broken into 
forbidden chambers, exploring which they fet 
themselves free. Art movements were called 
by strange names, and never did name misfit 
movement more oddly than ‘‘ Queen Anne,” 
the rebellion of which he had been speaking. 
But ‘‘ Queen Anne "’ it was called, and it was 
as an apostle of a particular kind of ** Queen 
Anne "’ that Sir Thomas Jackson first became 
known and respected by the public. In the 
year 1876 the foundation stone was laid at 
Oxford of *‘ the Schools,’’ a building in which 
Sir Thomas inaugurated the reproduction of 
Renaissance peculiarities that was to be the 
preponderant element in the style of nearly 
all the secular buiidings he was afterwards to 


design. That the fagades of the Schools, so 
exactly describable as ‘* Oxford Jacobean,’ 


had as little to do with Queen Anne as _ had 
Bodley's slightly earlier School Board offices 
in London would be apparent to everyone 
nowadays. ‘That both were described as 
‘* Queen Anne *’ in their time was, however, 
significant ; Queen Anne, then, was the chosen 
patron of the party of youth, the protector of 
the rebel from Gothic, the Faerie Queene of 
the new Renaissance. 

In so far as this movement was a renaissance 
of the Renaissance it was as indigestible by 
most of us as twice cooked meat. If Ernest 
George, Thomas Collcutt, George Devey and 
Sir Thomas Jackson's other like-minded con- 
temporaries had achieved nothing save the 
elaborate reproduction of immature architec- 
tural detail that was one of their activities ; 
if they had innovated in no way save that of 
deliberately contriving accidental-looking com. 
positions, there would be little to recommend 
their work to the present generation for study. 
He thought, however, that these men, strange 
though some of their methods might seem to 
us, were true architects, masters from whom 
we could learn a good deal. Forget the hap- 
hazard planning they generally practised, 
forget the no-longer-admired confusion of their 
elevations, forget the terra-cotta they loved, 
forget the crowded ornament of their room 
decoration, and you would find plenty to 
respect in the individuality, the fertility and 
the unassuming intimacy of their conceptions, 
in the modest, easy opportunism that, if it had 
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been the bane of our monumental architecture, 
had obtained for our house building 

supremacy in LKurope that was still un 
challenged. In Sir ‘thomas Jackson's desig: 
you would find, beside these qualities, a care 
ful refinement upon the Kenaissance models 
that were the source of his inspiration. Unlik 
Krnest George, he could not tolerate tly 
coarseness of Low German motifs; unlik 
Devey, he never mimicked those motifs in thei 
Klzabethan form. The small orders that |i 
applied lavishly to his fagades, though typical!) 
Kenaissance in their arbitrary placing, wer 
luvariably graceful and pure in themselves. 
‘he scuiptured foiage in which he delighted 
was free from the ciumsiness that disfigured 
so much of that of the sixteenth and early 
seventeenth centuries. He was, as it- was 
right that a nineteenth-century architect shoud 
be, sophisticated and urbane where the English 
Kenaissance p.oneers were ignorant and rustic. 
His details were those of an artist who knew 
lis Bramante and his Philibert de |‘Orme. 

Indeed, as a designer of ornament in thie 
Ktenaissance and in the late Gothic style, Sir 
Tnomas Jackson displayed exceptional ac- 
complishment. He (the speaker) thought 
that of all the honours which were showered 
upon bim during his prosperous career none 
was more appropriate than his election as 
master of the Art Workers’ Guild. To u 
seeker alter perfection in art a snuff box 
might be a greater thing than the palace of 
its royal owner, and it was with no fear of 
ridicule that he confessed that of all Sir 
Thomas's varied works the one that had 
p-eased him (the speaker) most had been the 
pianoforte which he designed for Mr. Athelstan 
Kiley. A pianoforte case was a difficult thing 
to shape well and to decorate, and the demand 
for a beautiful pianoforte was an opportunity 
in which the greatest artist and the greatest 
craftsman should rejoice. Mr. Riley’s Broad- 
wood seemed to him (the speaker) almcst 
perfect in appearance, and its appearance was 
essentially the outcome of its nature and use. 
Generally, when an artist was calied in to 
improve the design of an object hitherto 
shaped by its manufacturer unaided, his first 
operation was to aiter its traditionai form into 
something extremely inconvenient. He could 
recall two pianofortes designed by eminent 
urchitects, one of which aspired to be a gate- 
legged table, and the other of which looked 
like a cistern supported on a bier. The outline 
of the beautiful instrument designed by Sir 
Thomas, however, was very little different 
from the outline of the pianoforte of tradition, 
a tradition that, if not enlightened by art, 
had at any rate been formed by practical ex- 
perience. But this traditional outline had 
been infused with an elegance which fitted it 
to embrace the lovely ornament spread in such 
profusion over the body. As was proper, thie 
inside, being nearer to the music, was more 
splendid than the outside ; outside the pattern 
was of sober coloured marqueterie, inside of 
gold gesso on scarlet paint. Flat patterning 
of this kind was so dear to Sir Thomas that 
he was not content to apply it to furniture 
only, but tried once or twice to make it an 
ingredient of the actual architecture of his 
buildings. The Town Hall of Tipperary was 
designed to display on its exterior sgraffitto 
decorations of a scale equal to that of the wa!! 
paintings to be found on some German houses. 
He (the speaker) had not seen this building, 
but should judge from drawings that the ex- 
periment tried in it was successful. Sgraffitto 
appeared again inside his churches, notably :t 
Hornblotton, and was combined with other 
rich adornments in the chapel of Giggleswick 
School. 

The richest decoration that he knew in any 
work of Sir Thomaé’s was that of the interior 
of the chapel designed by him for Hertford 
College, Oxford. Here there was no coloured 
patterning, but a prodigious amount of carving 
in stone and wood. He believed that this 
wonderfully elaborate little building was oue 
of ite architect's own favourite productions, 
and it certainly showed that he did not spare 
any pains to profit by an opportunity such 4 
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was rare in modern times. To combine so 
many small details into a whole that was 
suave and harmonious would be allowed to be a 
tour de force of technique, and the grace of 
the details themselves was unfailing through- 
out the work. The same grace was recog- 
nisable in nearly all the Renaissance motifs 
with which Sir Thomas varied and enlivened 
the streets and quadrangles of Oxford. The 
external newel-staircase and the covered bridge 
at Hertford College were well-known examples 
of his skill in the adornment of awkward 
necessities. The President's House at T'rinity 
College had a facade of a picturesqueness that 
would have delighted an Elizabethan, but of 
a refinement no Elizabethan could reach. 
Whether this large amount of decorative archi- 
tecture imitating that of a period itself well 
represented by authentic monuments was a 
wise gift to Oxford was a debatable question. 
On the one side it might be said that the least 
discordant modern neighbours to old and 
venerable buildings would be those clad in the 
clothes of their ancestors, that the nineteenth 
century had no sufficient style of its own to 
be worth impressing upon an ancient city, 
and that in Oxford the persistence of pure 
Gothic forms as late as in Jacobean days made 
a justifying precedent for the re-use of a super- 
seded style. On the other side it might be 
said that the historical value of the hybrid 
buildings characteristic of Oxford, the evidence 
they give of the clash of the Renaissance with 
the peculiar conservatism of the place, was 
obscured by the confusion of them with build- 
ings in which similar effects sprang from no 
cause save the will of the designer; that such 
buildings as the Taylorian and Keble College 
showed in different ways that the nineteenth 
century did actually have consistent methods 
of its own, and that the Jacobean Gothic of 
Oxford was a survival rather than a revival, 
too accidental to have any value as a 
precedent. 

It was therefore unnecessary to speak in con- 
nection with Sir Thomas’s buildings of what 
we were accustomed now to regard as the larger 
architectural qualities. Regular planning, 
unity of design, studied composition were ob- 
tained in few, if any, of them, and obviously 
had not been sought after. In their place we 
found a collection, often very picturesque, of 
motifs of considerable decorative merit. As we 
looked at these motifs in succession we ob- 
served through their great variety a strong 
family likeness, and this connecting charac- 
teristic he took to be the expression of the in- 
dividuality of their author. Within his self-set 
limits he always worked with freedom, ex- 
tracting from old ingredients a personal and 
distinct flavour. This flavour was easy to 
recognize but hard to define: among the details 
which contributed to it were broad gables, 
turrets with roofs of curved outline, very pro- 
minent chimneys and plain wooden-sashed 
dormers contrasting strongly with the stone- 
mullioned and leaded windows in the wall sur- 
face beneath them. It was not by any of 
these things, however, that his work would 
declare its authorship to those sensitive to 
architectural physiognomy, but by qualities too 
subtle for analysis, by a certain amiability of 
mien, &@ certain conscious discretion, a certain 
gentle self-assurance, 

These qualities were even more apparent 
in Sir Thomas's Gothic designs. The front 
of Brasenose College, which he (the speaker) 
would put first among the examples he 
would take, seemed to hima design for 
which the reasonable nature of its com- 
ponents had secured high qualities un- 
obtainable with less pure material. Here 
were rhythm, simplicity and graceful propor- 
tion combined with detail of much appropriate- 
ness and delicacy. The pretty oriels, it is true, 
had been bought at a heavy price of con- 
venience, since they forced the ground floor 
Windows to get out of the way into the most 
unnatural positions in the rooms inside. This, 
lowever, the eye saw little of from without, 
0 that only the inhabitants’ hearts need 
<rieve. The gateway in this facade seemed 
‘o him particularly charming and the tower sur- 
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mounting it well proportioned and suitable to 
its place. Seen in conjunction with the well- 
known spire of St. Mary’s Church (the pin- 
nacles of which, after being incessantly tin- 
kered by restoring architects, were brought 
to their present satisfactory contour by Sir 
Thomas himself), the level rise and fall of the 
Brasenose gables made perhaps one of the 
most agreeable pictures that Oxford could 
show. By adopting a similar Gothic manner 
in adding to the Schools that he had built in 
Renaissance, Sir Thomas set a problem to 
psychologists and a trap for archwologists in 
the future. At Brighton College there was an 
unfinished range of buildings of his in which 
this Gothic manner had just sipped from the 
Renaissance fount and developed the terra- 
cotta quoins and window dressings of Sutton 
Place. The admixture of terra-cotta with flint 
work in this building did not seem well- 
advised. In the house at Kensington, for Mr. 
Athelstan Riley, brick and terra-cotta had 
led Sir Thomas further toward the Flemish 
Gothic style practised by Sir Ernest George 
than in any other case that he (the speaker) 
could recall. He had praised the exquisite 
pianoforte which this house once contained, 
and there was, and perhaps still was, much 
other decoration of great beauty within its 
walls. Londoners were familiar with its 
exterior, and many a passer-by must have been 
amused by the little oriel on the return front 
with its roof formed of a crown of dolphins. 

Sir Ernest George himself once said of Sir 
Thomas Jackson that in all his work, whatever 
its superficial style, there was much of Gothic. 
He (the speaker) thought this observation was 
true. Certainly wherever Sir Thomas ex- 
pressed his ideas in a Gothic language there 
could be observed a harmony between matter 
and manner that often was missing in his 
works of other kinds. His churches were not 
the buildings of his most familiar to the 
public, but the best of them were among his 
very best achievements. Even when their 
proportions and mass seemed a little uncertain, 
much of their detail was sure to be delightful. 
From one particular aspect they seemed to him 
to have real importance in the history of nine- 
teenth-century architecture; they were among 
the earliest churches of the full Gothic Revival 
in which the Gothic Revival was not treated 
au grand sérieux. Rickman’s Gothic Revival 
was the taming of a wild and superstitious 
architecture to fit it for the service of evan- 
gelical religion. Pugin’s Gothic Revival was 
an attempted escape from reality, a flight from 
the age that found him a fanatic to a dream- 
come-true in which Christian art was rewarded 
by God and honoured by man. Butterfield’s 
Gothic revival was a mission, a gospel of Gothic 
mortification preached to those who found 
sinful ease in the asthetic doctrines of the 
Great Exhibition. Scott’s Gothic Revival was 
a reconciliation of piety and five-per-cent. 
blessed by bishops and premoted by deans. 
Sir Thomas Jackson's Gothic Revival was the 
procedure of a competent and scholarly archi- 
tect, who on appropriate occasioas recreated 
and varied without prejudice the forms of an 
architecture which he knew and loved well. 

Concluding, the speaker described a number 
of Sir Thomas Jackson's works, including 
Hornblotton Church, Dursley Church, St. John 
the Baptist, Wimbledon, churches at Curdidge 
and Northington, the chapels at Radley, Gig- 
gleswick, and others. 

Mr. Arthur Keen, proposing a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, said the lecture to 
which they had listened had been  extra- 
ordinarily interesting and quite beyond praise. 
He (the speaker) felt that architecture did not 
come to an end at any particular moment, but 
that there was a continuous tradition, carried 
on by such men as John Emmett, Philip Webb, 
Waterhouse, Devey, Butterfield, Shaw, and 
others. The work of the late Sir Thomas 
Jackson gave him (the speaker) the impression 
that he was always feeling after something of 
which he was conscious, but never quite reached. 

Mr. Basil Jackson having seconded the vote, 

The President said he hoped, after hearing 
Mr. Goodhart-Rendel’s delightful paper, they 
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would be able to prevail upon him to deal 
similarly with the work of other architects— 
Eden Nesfield, for instance. From his early 
youth, he continued, he had looked up to and 
admired the work of Sir Thomas Jackson. 
Like his (the speaker’s) old master, Sir Ernest 
George, Sir Thomas was able to illustrate his 
designs with his own hands—a practice that 
was not much in evidence in the Architectural 
Room at the Academy to-day. The High- 
street’ front of Brasenose, he continued, was 
a sufficient testimony to the memory of a great 
architect. He also liked the Schools at Oxford, 
which were full of charming and delightful detail. 
The Chapel at Giggleswick School, too, impressed 
him with the perfect way in which the detail 
was carried out, especially that of the choir 
stalls. 

Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, in the course of a brief 
reply, disclaimed agreement with the theory 
that architecture came to an end at any par- 
ticular moment. The assumed date was en- 
tirely variable, and showed a tendency to 
advance with the passage of time. 

Before the reading of the paper the Hon. 
Secretary announced with deep regret the death 
of Mr. R. C. Murray, elected Fellow 1907.

Lazards Bank. 


With regard to the design and general 
character of this new building, recently com- 
pleted, the directors suggested that it should 
give the impression of a country bank moved 
to London and expressed a preference for red 
brick, simple lines, and the elimination of un- 
necessary ornament as far as the elevations 
were concerned. The side elevation to Adams- 
court, however, had to be faced with faience 
to comply with agreements, although ulti- 
mately it was arranged for the ground floor to 
be carried out in stone ; and to eliminate as far 
as possible the unpleasant high lights on 
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mouldings and carving when executed in 
faience, the elevation to Adams-court is very 
severe, except for the entrance, where it was 
necessary to make some departure from the 
plain wall surface to emphasise the entrance 
and disguise the fact that the lighting of the 
staircase, which occurs at this point, is in 
every case on the half-landing, and, in conse- 
quence, all these windows at this point are out 
of alignment. 

The building consists of nine floors in all, 
two below ground level and seven above. The 
basement is occupied by bank strong rooms, 
tenants’ strong rooms, heating chamber, motor 
rooms, fresh-air chamber, switch rooms, in- 
cinerator well and pump room, Lamson tube 
room, and emergency fuel store, the boilers 
being fed normally by oil fuel. The lower 
ground floor includes book room and bank 
male staff lavatories. The first floor and part 
of the second floor are in the bank’s own occu- 
pation. The third, fourth, fifth and part sixth 
floors are let or available for letting to tenants, 
part of the sixth floor being water storage 
tanks and part tenants’ lavatories. The 
seventh floor provides caretaker’s quarters, 
kitchen, etc., and tenants’ lavatories. 

The ground was excavated and the walls of 
the adjoining buildings (Westminster Bank, 
south side, and National Bank, north side) 
underpinned 32 ft. below Broad-street level 
and 34 ft. below the ground-floor level. About 
12,000 tons of soil were removed, and many 
hundreds of tons of concrete and steel wire 
were used in the retaining wall on the Broad- 
street side. 

The banking hall has been treated in a 
manner somewhat later than the elevations, 
to convey the impression that the original 
building was of a more domestic character, 
the lower floors having afterwards been

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converted into a bank or, alternatively, had 
at a later date been redesigned and recon. 
structed. The walls, counter-front and floor, 
and, in fact, the directors’ staircase and the 
first flight to tenants’ stairs, have been carried 
out in Travertine, a very hard stone or marble 
of volcanic origin from Italy which takes 4 
good polish. The desks, doors, and in fact 
all woodwork in the banking hall has been 
carried out in mahogany. The necessity for 
bulkheads on the Adams-court side, to provide 
light to rooms below, has been camouflaged 
by the introduction of alternate seats and bulk- 
head desks for use of clients of the bank. 

The majority of the public departments are 
housed in the main banking hall, which can 
be regarded as complete and permanent. 
** Stocks *’ department, however, is housed in 
the back addition of the ground floor, and the 
‘* Foreign Exchange *’ and ‘* Coupons "’ in the 
lower banking hall, and the finishings to these 
three departments are only regarded as of a 
semi-permanent character, insomuch that if 
the business of the bank increases another de- 
partment may be moved out of the main bank. 
ing hall and a certain amount of replanning 
will become necessary. The lower banking 
hall is finished in Travertine ‘‘ Stuc,’’ simu- 
lating the appearance of the actual Travertine, 
and a considerable amount of trouble has been 
taken to achieve the desired result. 

The whole of the directors’ rooms are in the 
front portion of the first floor, reached by a 
separate staircase out of the banking hall and 
adjoining the main banking hall. These con- 
sist of board room and directors’ (or confer- 
ence) room, panelled in oak and connected by 
a balcony over stuircase. The managing 
director’s and chairman's rooms are panelled 
in pine and overlook Cushion-court. The 
directors’ private room overlooks Adams-court, 
the luncheon room overlooks Old Broad-street, 
and there are two small waiting rooms and a 
landing finished in fibrous plaster and painted. 

The building is warmed throughout with the 
panel invisible heating system, thus dispensing 
with radiators. Mechanical ventilation is ap- 
plied to all rooms in the occupation of the 
bank. The bank premises are fitted throughout 
with automatic inter-communicating _ tele- 
phones on the ‘* Relay '’ system. Every room 
or department in the bank premises is fitted 
with synchronised or electric clocks. 

Messrs. Gunton & Gunton, FF.R.I.B.A., 


F.S.I., and Mr. A. V. Heal, M.C., 
A.R.1.B.A., were the joint architects, and Dr. 
Oscar Faber the constructional engineer. 


Messrs. Gunton & Gunton were responsible 
for (1) all negotiations affecting adjoining 
owners and compliance with City and other 
authorities ; (2) the shell of the building, other 
than the elevations, in all details affecting its 
structural stability, and the provision of heat- 
ing chamber, store and strong rooms, lava- 
tories and drainage, ventilation, caretaker’s 
apartments, lifts, staircases, electric, gas, 
water and other mains. Mr. Heal was re- 
sponsible for (1) all elevations ; (2) the general 
internal arrangements not specified above, such 
as banking hall, directors’ rooms, manager's 
and other offices, their lay-out and finishings. 
When the elevations and preliminary drawings 
of the banking hall had received the directors’ 
general approval, Mr. Herbert Baker, at the 
suggestion of one of the directors, reviewed 
the designs, and while expressing approval, he 
made some helpful suggestions which were 
afterwards embodied in the detail drawings.

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NEW WORKS AT BROADHEATH, ALTRINCHAM 


The perspective drawing given in this issue, 
together with the plan, illustrate an ultimate 
scheme for works, approved of by the 
directorate of the Automatic Scale Co., Ltd., 
Broadheath, Altrincham, which will cover an 
area of approximately seven acres, with pro- 
vision for additional land for further extension. 
The lay-out has been evolved so that it will 
incorporate from time to time the buildings of 
a more or less temporary character, which were 
erected at different periods in order to meet 
the demands of a rapidly increasing business 
which came into being some eight years ago, 
and eventually replace such buildings with 
structures of a permanent nature on the lines 
indicated by the illustration. The width of 
the main buildings as shown is 100 ft., this 
size being found to be the most useful for the 
particular nature of the business, and in turn 
each block is sub-divided in spaces of 
33 ft. 4 in. which correspond with the width 
of the access avenues between the blocks, so 
that a standard span of roof truss is obtained 
throughout. The various departments, being 
thus of one width, become somewhat inter- 


changeable, facilitating sudden and frequent 
extension in almost any direction with a 
minimum amount of disorganisation. Flank- 
ing the ends of the blocks are arranged the 
works offices and experimental department, 
with canteens, rest rooms and drawing office 
over, especially planned so that each depart- 
ment is elastic and easy of expansion. On the 
frontage to Manchester-road will be (partly on 
the site of the present offices) the main offices 
with a central entrance and tower over, and 
again, this building may be built in two sec- 
tions as required, with half of the space in the 
meantime laid out as an ornamental garden. 
Space for four tennis courts and a bowling 
green has been set apart, two of the former 
being now laid down; while the works’ 
cricket, hockey and football clubs are already 
accommodated on the, at present, vacant land 
adjoining. Due advantage has been taken of 
the site, adjoining as it does the main line 
railway, in the provision of a siding from 
which wagons may be led along any of the 
internal motor access roadways. A complete 
system of Decauville lines will further supple- 
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ment transport facilities by operating through- 
out the works internally and externally. The 
various departinents in each block are designed 
to be inter-communicating but with separate 
exits and entrances, a useful feature in case 
of fire, thus avoiding going through one de- 
partment to get to another. 

Generally the buildings will be one-storied, 
built of solid brick walls, with concrete floors, 
having Belfast timber roofs and patent glazing. 
The company have their own fire brigade to 
deal with any fire occurrences. Low-pressure 
steam heating is provided throughout, and 
electrically-driven exhaust fans, assisted by 
opening lights in roofs, provide adequate 
ventilation. 

The first portion of the present scheme, com- 
prising a brick building known as Block “ A "’ 
and measuring 100 ft. square, was erected in 
1928 by Messrs. J. Gerrard & Sons, Ltd., 
builders, Swinton, and last year an extension, 
also 100 ft. square, was added, Messrs. E. BE. 
Coleman, Ltd., of Sale, being the contractors. 
Messrs. Heywoods, of Huddersfield, carried 
out the patent glazing in each case.

Fees of Specialists and Consultants.—On the 
recommendation of the Practice Standing Com- 
mittee the Council have decided to recommend 
the General Body to approve of the following 
revision of Clause (f) of the Conditions of Engage- 
ment which form part of the Scale of Charges:— 

(f) In all cases where special construction or 
equipment is necessary, a consultant or con- 
sultants may be required. His or their selec- 
tion shall be at the architect’s discretion, in 
consultation with client. The fees of such 
consultants or specialists are not included in 
the architect’s percentage charges. 

Economies in Building Practice—On the 
recommendation of the Science Standing Com- 
mittee the Council have invited the Institute of 
Builders to appoint a smail Sub-Committee to 
receive, consider, and report monthly upon 
suggestions for eliminating processes in modern 
building practice which do not afford additional 
durability and/or strength commensurate with 
their cost in labour and material, with a view to 
exchanging information and eventually of sub- 
mitting a report to the Main Committee or 
Councils. 

Reinforced Concrete Regulations.—On the 
recommendation of the London Building Acts 
Committee the Council have decided to obtain 
a number of copies of the Joint Committee’s

NOTES 


The Rent Acts.—Subletting Furnished. 
Tuere is continuing difficulty under the Rent 
Acts where the tenant or statutory tenant eub- 
lets part of the premises. In Campbell v. Lill 
(Weekly Notes, May 1, 1926; see this week's 
Builder, page 1039) it was held that where a 
statutory tenant under notice to quit sublets 
a part of the premises, himself remaining in 
possession of the rest, there being no restric- 
tion against subletting in the agreement of 
tenancy, that is not @ ground for making an 
order for possession. The etill more recent 
case, Leslie & Co., Limited v. Cummings and 
Others (Weekly Notes, May 20, 1926) raised 
a more complicated point. By a written 
agreement, dated November 18, 1918, the 

laintiffs had let a flat to the defendant, 

fr. R. C. Cummings, at a yearly rent 
of £65 for three years, and there was 4 
covenant in this agreement that the defendant 
would not assign, underlet, or with pos- 
session of the flat or any part thereof without 
the written consent of the plaintiffs, which 
consent should not be vexatiously withheld in 
the case of a desirable tenant for the whole 
flat. The three years’ tenancy expired at 
Michaelmas, 1921, but the defendant remained 
in occupation. a a notice to quit 
was given to the defendant, which expired 
Michaelmas, 1923. The rent was increased at 
some date to £98. 

In August, 1922, the defendant had let the 
whole fiat furnished to a Mr. Moore. Con- 
sent had not previously been given, but was 
subsequently granted. In October, 1923, after 
the notice to quit had expired, and when un- 
doubtedly the defendant was a statutory 
tenant, the whole flat was again let furnished 
to another tenant, the same ure being 
adopted, consent being given after the letting 
had been made. In October, 1922, the de- 
fendant himself had left the flat owing to bad 
health, but his daughters resided there when 
the flat was not let furnished as above stated. 
In May, 1925, the defendant's daughters, act- 
ing on his behalf, let two rooms in the flat 
furnished to a Mr. Samad, with attendance, 
which the plaintiffs complained was a breach 
of the tenancy agreement, and in November 
these proceedings were taken, in which 
possession of the whole of the a was 
claimed. Between the date of t laint and 
the date of the hearing, Mr. Samad had left 
the rooms let to him and ceased occupying 
them. The County Court judge had entered 
judgment for the defendants. 

On the appeal the contention of the plaintiffs 
appears to have been, first, that the Act had 
ceased to apply to the premises because of the 
letting of the whole flat furnished to Mr. 
Moore, and the su uent tenant, and Prout 
v. Hunter (1924, 2, K.B. 786; The Builder, 
80 May, 1924) wae relied upon ; and, secondly, 
that the same result followed from the letting 
of the two rooms to Mr. Samad. ~ 

On the first question, the Divisional Court 
held that the first two lettings, made with the 
subsequent consent of the plaintiffs, which 
had terminated long before the date of the 
proceedings, did not decontrol the premises for 
al! time. Mr. Cummings, at the termination 
of those lettings, was in possession as a etatu- 
tory tenant and the premises were not then 
let furnished. 

Then as ards the letting of the two 
rooms, the only letting in existence at the 
date when the proceedings were commenced, 
the court held if that had extended to the 
whole house, then the principle of Prout v. 
Hunter might have applied, but only two 
rooms being let the proviso (1) to section 12 
subsection (2) of the Rent Act, 1920, had no 
application, the claim being for the whole of 
the premises and not for those two 
rooms. The Court intimated that if the 
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claim had been for the two rooms it was 
possible that following Gidden v. Mills (1925, 
2, K.B. 713; The Builder, 29 January, 1926), 
that the claim might have succeeded. 

The case is very briefly reported at present, 
aud it presents some difficulties. In the first 
place, this letting of the two rooms seems to 
have been a letting by a statutory tenant in 
breach of the agreement not to ‘* underlet " 
any part of the premises without previous con- 
sent in writing, and thus distinguishable from 
Campbell v. Lill, where there was no such 
restricuon, and it appears that this 
might at one time have been a ground for 
obtaining possession under section 5 sub- 


section (1) (a) of the Rent Act, 1920. 
This appears to follow from the case 
of Chapman v. Hughes (67 S.J. 518; 


The Builder, 27 April, 1923), but that case 
was decided before the Act of 1923 came into 
force and section (5) was amended. Section 5 
subsection (1) (a) makes it a ground for 
granting possession “‘ if any obligation of the 
tenancy, whether under the contract of 
tenancy or the Act, so far as the same is con- 
sistent with the provisions of the Act has been 
broken or not performed.’’ This paragraph 
is repeated in the Act of 1923, section 4, but 
there is also a new paragraph (h): ‘ The 
tenant without the consent of the landlord has 
at any time after 31 July, 1923, assigned or 
sublet part of the dwelling-house the re- 
mainder being sublet."’ 

Now that this question of subletting is 
specifically dealt with in the section, it is, of 
course, arguable that this specific enactment 
has overridden the general terms of paragraph 
(a) on the principle expressum facit cessare 
tacitum, that is to say the Legislature having 
dealt with the case of subletting in express 
terms, the general provision contained in para- 
graph (a) has no application to such cases, 
and it would be “‘ inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act *’ to apply the provisions of 
Paragraph (a) except in the case specifically 
dealt with now in ph (h) that is a eub- 
letting of the e house, or a subletting of 
part, the remainder being already sublet ; and 
in Campbell v. Lill the court adopted this 
view, and said that as regards the statutory 
tenant paragraph (h) was exhaustive as re- 
gards his position. 

Then ae to the provisos to section 12 of the 
Rent Act, 1920. The first of these provisos on 
which this case turned is: ‘ This Act shall 
not, save as otherwise expressly provided, 
apply to a dwelling-house bona fide let at a 
rent which includes payments in respect of 
board attendance or use of furniture.’ It was 
held that as the claim for possession was for 
the whole house and not for the rooms so let, 
this proviso had no application; but as we 
have said, the Court, according to the brief 
report, appears to have suggested that if the 
claim had been limited to the two rooms let 
furnished the claim might possibly have been 
allowed on the principle laid down in Gidden 
v. Mills. That case, however, turned on the 
second proviso to section 12 subsection (2) of 
the Act of 1920, which provides: ‘‘ The appli- 
cation of this Act to any house or part of a 
house shall not be excluded by reason only 
that part of the premises is used as a shop, or 
office, or for business, trade or professional 
purposes."’ 

There had been no breach of covenant in 
that case, but a sub-lessee had altered pre- 
mises which had originally been described as 
a “‘ warehouse,”’ but which at some previous 
date had become a stable with coach-house 
with living rooms over, so that one portion 
was a garage and the other portion consisted 
of living-rooms over the garage with « sepa- 
rate entrance. He had then sublet these 
living-rooms, but retained the garage for 
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business purposes. ‘The portion let as living. 
rooms was held to be within the Rent Act, 
1920, by virtue of section 12 subsection (2), 
‘* patt of a house let as a separate dwelling,” 
but possession was granted of the garage as 
that had never been let as a whole as a sepa- 
rate dwelling, nor used as such. 

There would appear a distinction between 
that case and the letting of part of a house 
furnished where the whole house has been lei 
as a dwelling-house and always been so used 
especially after the finding of the Court that 
Prout v. Hunter only applies where the whole 
premises have been sublet furnished. The 
case exemplifies the great confusion caused by 
the Rent Acts. 


Landlord and Tenant: Notice to Determine 
Weekly Tenancies. 


In our issue of June 20, 1914, we discussed 
the question as to the length of notices to 
determine weekly tenancies, and in the case 
Queen's Club Gardens Estates, Lid. (1924, 
1 K.B. 117), we showed that the Court had 
decided two points: (1) that the notice must 
be a week's notice; and (2) that it must expire 
at the end of the week. But in the recent 
case, Newman v. Slade, a further point has been 
decided which appears to have been left in some 
doubt, as to what is the meaning of a week's 
notice; is it a calendar week or seven clear 
days? In that case, two rooms and some 
stable accommodation had been let on a weekly 
tenancy commencing on a Monday, and whe 
plaintiff had given the defendant notice to quit 
by a notice given on Monday, February 8, 
1926, expiring on Monday, February 15. The 
defendant declined to leave, and the plaintiff 
brought an action for ion. The pre- 
mises had been under the Rent Acts, but 
the County Court judge held they were de- 
controlled, and the only question the 
Divisional Court had to decide on appeal was 
whether the notice to quit was good. On 
behalf of the defendant it was contended that 
the notice must be seven clear days. The 
Court referred to the case, Sidebottom v. 
Holland (1895, 1 Q.B. 378), where it was held 
that in the case of a yearly tenancy a notice 
given on the anniversary of the day on which 
the tenancy commenced was good, and held 
that the same principle applied to a weekly 
tenancy, and therefore that the notice given 
in this case was a good notice. As the Court 
pointed out, the rule that notice could be given 
on the day the tenancy commenced, say, 8 
Monday to expire on the following Monday, 
was an intelligible one, whereas if a longer 
notice was required and seven clear days had 
to be allowed, uncertainty would ensue. 

The case is of importance, as in some text- 
books the case of Weston v. Fidier (88 T.R. 
769) is cited as an authority that seven clear 
days must be allowed, which, of course, means 
that both the day the notice is given and the 
day it is received have to be excluded. The 
Court pointed out that in that case a particular 
time was fixed at which the tenancy was to 
expire, viz., before noon on the day fixed, and 
therefore, in this case, had the above principle 
been applied the tenant would have been de- 
prived of half of the last day and would have 
received only six and a half days’ notice. This 
is an important fact to bear in mind, for it is 
not unusual to fix a time at which the tenancy 
shall expire on a particular day, and when 
this is the case that contingency must be pro- 
vided for; but in ordinary cases where the 

ent merely provides for a week's notice 
the rule laid down m the case under considera 
tion is a simple one, the day the notice 16 
given is disregarded but the day it is received 
is included; thus a notice given on Monday 
allows the tenant seven days if the whole of 
the following Monday is included. It ™ 
curious that such points as these should still 
remain in uncertainty and have to be the 
subject of judicial decision. 
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The Rent Acts: Statutory Tenant Subletting. 


A vivisioNaL Court in the case Campbell v. 
Lill (the Times, March 17) has decided a 
point which once again illustrates the extra- 
ordinary effect of the Rent Acts. A house 
within the Rent Acts belonging to the 
plaintiff had been let to the defendant on a 
turee-years’ agreement which terminated in 
1918. ‘The tenant held over for a time, but 
in June, 1920, a notice to quit was served upon 
him, which expired at Christmas, and from 
that time it was agreed that the tenant was a 
statutory tenant only in possession against the 
will of the landlord. At some time after the 
notice to quit had been served, which is not 
stated in the report, the statutory tenant had 
sublet part of the premises, remaining in 
occupation himself of the rest. There was no 
restriction against subletting in the original 
agreement. The plaintiff had then taken pro- 
ceedings against him to recover possession of 
the premises, and the County Court judge had 
given an order for possession on the ground 
that as the tenant had sublet part of the 
premises after having received notice to quit, 
and after he had become a statutory tenant, 
he had thereby lost the protection of the Rent 
Acts. Apparently the plaintiff relied upon sec- 
tion 15 of the Rent Act, 1920, that a breach of 
the original contract of tenancy had been com- 
mitted, for although section 4, paragraph (h) 
of subsection (2) of the Rent Act, 1923, was 
ulso cited, it was for the defendant, for that 
does not appear to meet the plaintiff's conten- 
tion in this case for the grounds for recover- 
ing possession given in that paragraph are that 
the tenant without the consent of the land- 
lord has at any time after July 31, 1923, 
assigned or sublet part of the dwelling house, 
the remainder being already sublet; and this 
latter condition was clearly not fulfilled as 
the defendant himself remained in occupation 
of part of the house. 

The plaintiff really relied upon the case 
Keeves v. Dean (1924, 1 K.B. 685; The 
Builder, January 25, 1924), in which it was 
held by the Court of Appeal that a right to 
assign is not a condition of tenancy but a right 
incidental to an estate, and a statutory tenant 
has merely a personal right to remain in pos- 
session, and such personal right cannot be the 
subject of assignment ; but the Court of Appeal 
in that case expressly left undecided the ques- 
tion as to whether he could sublet. The 
Divisional Court reversed the judgment of the 
County Court judge and held that in this case 
uhe plaintiff could not recover possession as the 
tenant was still in possession of part of the 
house and remained within the protection of 
the Rent Acts. 

We have said that this case illustrates the 
extraordinary effect of the Rent Acts, for the 
position appears to be as follows: A tenant 
under notice to quit and only holding the pre- 
mises under the provisions of the Rent Acts 
as statutory tenant, unless prohibited by the 
lease or agreement, can sublet part of the 
premises and thus render part of the premises 
subject to restriction for an indefinite period 
for, although in this case the Divisional Court 
said they were not considering what the posi- 
tion of the tenant would be if the action had 
been brought against the sub-tenant, it is 
clear that if the premises have been lawfully 
sublet the sub-tenant, even if the tenancy 1s 
determined, becomes the tenant of the land- 
lord (see section 15 subsection (3) of the Rent 
Act, 1920). It appears to be only if the agree- 
ment prohibits subletting that a sub-tenant 
can be got rid of, or if he himself breaks some 
condition of the tenancy agreement (see Chap- 
man v. Hughes, 67 8.J. 518; The Builder, 
April 27, 1923). 

It may well be asked if it is reasonable that 
a tenant only in possession against the will 
of his landlord should have any power at all 
io sublet part of the premises to a third 
person who also will come within the protec- 
tion of the Acts, thus possibly extending the 
chain of protection ; for it must be remembered 
that the landlord’s right to claim decontrol 
under section 2 subsection (1) of the Rent 
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Act, 1923, may be prejudiced if a sub-tenant 
is in possession of part of the premises. We 
dealt with the difficulties connected with this 
point in our note to Dunbar v. Smith (The 
Builder, December 25, 1925). 


Trees near Highways. 


In the recent case, Noble v. Harrison 
(Weekly Notes, May 29; the Times, May 22), 
a Divisional Court has delivered a considerable 
judgment as to the liability of a landowner for 
damage caused by the fall of a branch of a tree 
on to a motor coach which was on the highway. 
The tree in question was a beech tree some 85 
years old, one of the branches of which, some 
20 to 25 ft. long, extended over the road, not 
horizontally but upwards. In July, 1925, this 
branch on a fine, still day suddenly fell, 
damaging the motor coach. The defendant 
employed a competent woodsman, who had 
been instructed between October, 1924, and 
March, 1925, to report on any tree which re- 
quired lopping, and no report had been made 
about this tree. ‘The bough was not dead, the 
sap was running and leaves were growing on 
the extremities of the branch. The County 
Court Judge had found that the branch must 
have become cracked where it broke, and 
water having penetrated, slight decay must 
have set in and the branch must for some 
time have been liable to break and thus was a 
danger to persons using the highway, but 
having regard to the height of the bough above 
the ground, the position of the defect and 
other circumstances, he came to the conclusion 
that knowledge of the defect could not be 
imputed to the defendant, as it was latent and 
not discoverable by any reasonably careful 
inspection; therefore he held that there was 
no negligence proved, but he still found for 
the plaintiff, first on the ground that the de- 
fendant was liable as for a nuisance, and 
secondly, on the principle of Rylands. v. 
Fletcher (1868, L.k. 3 H.L. 330), that a 
person who brings or keeps something dan- 
gerous on his land is liable if it causes damage. 

The Divisional Court overruled this judg- 
ment. In the first place, the Court held that 
the principle of Rylands v. Fletcher had no 
application to a natural object such as a tree, 
whether planted or self-sown, excluding, of 
course, trees the foliage or fruit of which 
is poisonous planted near a neighbour's 
land, and there was no affinity between 
a tree and the objects that principle 
applied to—reservoirs, drainage, wild animals, 
etc. Secondly, as regards the question 
of nuisances, it had been contended that 
the mere fact that the branch overhung 
the highway made it a nuisance, but Mr. 
Justice Rowlatt pointed out that if that con- 
tention were sound it would apply to all objects 
overhanging the footway, such as sign-boards, 
clocks, awnings, etc. Then, apart from the 
branch overhanging the highway, it had been 
contended that as the tree fell it must have 
been dangerous before it fell, and therefore 
nuisance, and this would apply to a tree not 
overhanging the highway but planted near it 
and falling across it. The Court, on the 
principles enunciated in Barker v. Herbert 
(1911, 2 K.B. 633; The Builder, September 22, 
1911), held that the defendant could not be 
made liable when he neither knew nor ought 
to have known of the danger. 

On the question whether the landowner is 
bound to support a branch overhanging the 
roadway, the Court distinguished the case from 
those artificial objects suspended above high- 
ways alluded to above by pointing out that those 
cases really fell within the principle laid down 
in Rylands v. Fletcher, but a natural object 
such as a tree was outside the principle, for a 
man should not be held an insurer of nature. 
This particular case must not make landowners 
think they are under no liability in ordinary 
cases. On this estate every care appears to 
have been taken, and the defendant was in a 
position to prove that the trees had been 
examined and that the defect in the branch 
was latent. But too often old trees are not so 
examined, and elm trees are especially dan- 
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gerous, as in hot weather, without any cause, 
such as a high wind, the branches that have 
decayed are likely to fall. 

The Public Health Act, 1925, in section 28, 
deals with trees overhanging any street or 
footpath *“* so as to obstruct or interfere with 
the light from any public lamp, or to endanger 
or obstruct the passage of vehicles or foot 
passengers, or to obstruct the view of drivers 
of vehicles,’’ enabling the local authority to 
serve a notice on the owners to lop, and in 
default the local authority can do so and 
recover the expenses. At the present time 
there is a tendency to strip our highways of 
all shade from trees, thus rendering them 
intolerable for foot passengers in hot weather 
and the countryside unsightly, and it would 
be regrettable if this case led to the local 
authorities exerting their powers under this 
Act or the Highways Act, 1835, section 65 
more drastically. Landowners can do some. 
thing to prevent this by careful attention to 
trees near the highway, sacrificing such 
branches as actually overhang it, and whilst 
thus preserving themselves from the risk of 
actions for damage they will be performing a 
service to the public, for the private lopping 
of branches will not be so wholesale and un- 
sympathetic as would be the order of a local 
authority. 





LAW REPORT 


Rents for Debt: A Writ of Elegit, 


A case under an old process for debt was 
heard by the Under-Sheriff of Bristol, with a 
jury, recently. It took the form of an inquiry 
into a writ of elegit brought by William Henry 
Pegler, house decorator and contractor, of 
Bristol, against Mrs. Elizabeth Baker and Mr. 
Alfred John Baker, of Clevedon. Mr. H. §. 
Cox, for Mr. Pegler, said an estimate was 
given for repairs at Nos. 22 and 24, Dove- 
lane, St. Paul’s, Bristol, upon which there 
was @ closing order, and the repairs were car- 
ried out in accordance with the specification 
of the local authority. The work was com- 
pleted, and the final amount due to Mr. Pegler 
was £247 2s. 2d., out of which £64 was paid 
on account, but the balance had not been re- 
covered. On March 1 judgment was obtained 
on a writ in the High Court for the amount 
with costs. The closing order was lifted and 
the property put up for sale, but the owner 
had not paid the contractor who put the pro- 
perty into saleable condition. Mrs. Baker 
owned four properties in the city, three of the 
four were occupied, and rents were regularly 
paid to Mr. Baker amounting to £1 7s. 9d. 
per week. This was the first inquiry held in 
connection with a writ of elegit held in Bristol 
for eleven years. It really meant that the 
creditor had chosen, rather than proceed 
against debtor’s goods, to proceed against his 
land under a very old statute, whereby the 
property could be delivered into the hands of 
the creditor at a valuation fixed by the jury. 
He thus obtained an interest in the property, 
and held it as tenant by elegit until such time 
as the debt and costs of the proceedings were 
paid. Mr. Pegler would hold a chattel interest 
in the property, but directly the debt was paid 
he would hand back his interest. His interest 
was, however, subject to the mortgage created. 
He could have, had he chosen, applied to the 
Chancery Court for an order for sale. 

The jury having ascertained the clear yearly 
value of the several properties of Mrs. Baker 
and Mr. Baker as totalling £80, the Under- 
Sheriff read the inquisition, which stated that 
Mr. Pegler was to have delivered to him the 
properties to hold until the debt and costs 
were paid. 





Housing, Folkestone. 


The Folkestone Council has approved a 
scheme for demolishing over 70 houses occupied 
by the fishing community on the Stade Fish 
Market. The estimated cost of the scheme, 
which provides for new houses for the people 
at present occupying the old, is over £75,000.

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TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


Proressor Parrick ABERCROMBIE presided on 
Friday last at the annual meeting of the In- 
stitute, held at the rooms of the Institute of 
Municipal and County Engineers, and follow- 
ing the election of officers and committee com- 
mented on the work done during the past year. 
The Institute had, amongst other things, pre- 
pared a memorandum for the Minister of 
Health, which it was hoped contained some- 
thing which would be useful to him in his new 
legislation. They had submitted also a memo- 
randum to the London County Council on 
zoning and had under review the question of 
the fees which should be paid in connection 
with regional planning. They had also ap- 
proached the Ministry of Health with regard 
to the preparation of a plan for London and 
the surroundirg counties and would continue 
to press this matter forward. Twenty new 
members had joined, which was very satis- 
factory, as the Institute had never tried to 
obtain members by hook or by crook, and de- 
sired only those who were enthusiastic in the 
cause of town planning. Seventeen candidates 
had taken the examination, which was very 
gratifying. 


** Professional Practice.’’ 


Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd read a paper which had 
been prepared by Mr. Thomas Adams and him- 
self on “‘ Professional Practice.’’ He said the 
subject was in rather a different category to 
the usual papers read before the Institute, 
but it was obviously one which would receive 
attention, and be discussed by members of the 
Institute. They had prepared the paper, not 
with a view of giving a complete statement of 
the various points which could be considered, 
but rather for the purpose of setting down 
some of the day-to-day problems with which 
the practitioner was faced, so as to open up a 
fruitful discussion. The Town-Planning In- 
stitute was, in a sense, a hybrid body con- 
sisting of members who were primarily 
architects, engineers, surveyors and lawyers, 
and belonging to their distinctive pro- 
fessional institutions. They proposed to 
refer only to the three groups of professional 
members who were interested in the physical 
features of planning. The three groups of 
technicians might he conveniently classified 
as Architect-—Town Planners; Engineer— 
Town Planners; and Surveyor—Town 
Planners. The basic profession defined for 
them the line of approach made to the practice 
of town planning, although, as they became 
specialists in this field of practice, they might 
and did find themselves deflecting from the 
professional groove in which they had been 
trained, and developing an interest and know- 
ledge of those broad phases of town planning 
that lay outside such grooves. What they had 
to say later as to the importance of collabora- 
tion and as to keeping to their own special 
fields, must be qualified by the fact that all of 
them had natural gifts or limitations! They 
also had varying capacities for self-education, 
which might be a more influential factor than 
their academic studies in determining their fit- 
ness or otherwise to deal with particular 
phases of the art or science of planning. 

One of the advantages of the Institate was 
that it revealed to their architects that engi- 
neers were not always devoid of imagination, 
and to the engineers that architecte might be 
men of practical ability as well as artiste. 
There were leading landscape architects in 
America who claimed that architectural train- 
ing provided an entirely wrong approach to 
city planning, because architectural design 
differed fundamentally in principle and prac- 
tice from landscape design. Then, at least one 
prominent architect had said that no one 
should have a voice in town planning unless it 
be by grace of the architect—who might 
patronise, but never collaborate on equal terms 
with other professional groups! All this was 
obviously wrong, because it unduly magnified 
the value of technical equipment. We some- 
times forgot that fitness might be a matter of 


quality of mind, plus experience and assiduous 
personal training—provided always that there 
was a proper educational background. 

Subject to these qualifications, we must 
always rely on having a sound technical foun- 
dation for the profession in which they en- 
gaged; thus the architect, the engineer and 
the surveyor would always have their distinc- 
tive contributions to make in the different 
branches of town planning and construction. 
He who devoted himself entirely to town plan- 
ning as a profession might graduate as one or 
the other, and, so to speak, be post-graduated 
in town planning as a whole, in addition to 
acquiring the art of knowing when to enlist 
expert aid to deal with special problems. They 
could not yet say what would be the proper 
training of town planners if and when they 
formed a group apart from the above three 
groups. The School of Landscape Architecture in 
Harvard provided the best training in America 
for the practice of town planning in its general 
phases. In Britain, they were behind-hand in 
education on the subjects of landscape archi- 
tecture and engineering, and whatever future 
developments might take place in broadening 
the training of architects, engineers or sur- 
veyors in the field of town planning, it would 
probably be found desirable, in course of time, 
to create a new professional class of town 
planner, whose basic training would be on the 
lines of the Harvard School of Landscape 
Architecture. In any event, there were educa- 
tional gaps in the three professions from which 
new membership was recruited ; these should be 
filled up so that they might have a better foun- 
dation for dealing with problems of design in 
relation particularly. to parks, park systems 
and natural features. For lack of that spe- 
cialised training wo had to fill in the gaps as 
a result of experience and self-training. Tt 
was in filling these gaps that they came to 
relate and link together their different ap- 
proaches, corresponding to their three different 
groups, to the professional tasks in which they 
were interested in common as town planners. 


While the art of town planning was old, it 
had only become the object of professional 
practice in this country since the passing of 
the Town-Planning Act in 1909. The forma- 
tion of the Institute was an experiment in co- 
ordination and, without undue egoism, they 
might claim that it has been eminently suc- 
cessful. The bringing together of four profes- 
sions in one organisation had developed a uni- 
versal spirit of collaboration between them. 
and the unity they had attained, in spite of 
many obstacles, bore significant testimony to 
the value and influence of the Institute. 

The Institue had, from time to time, formu- 
lated rules, standards and scales of fees. On 
the whole, it could be said that the latter hod 
worked out reasonably well, though the ex- 
perience of most of them would probably be 
that the fees, particularly for the larger 
schemes. had not been very profitable. But 
their object was to establish themselves as a 
useful and dignified profession. and to help in 
bringing into life a much neglected art. The 
main reason for the difficulties in making their 
work profitable was, undoubtedly, the delays 
which were incidental to the processes of 
Government and Local Government action. 
In quoting fees, it was difficult to calculate 
how much time would have to be spent on the 
scheme. In an office where even a compara- 
tively small staff had to be kept to deal with 
the work as it arose, they helieved the usual 
experience was that it was necessary for six or 
eight schemes to be going on at one time if 
the staff was to be kept reasonably busy. with- 
out loss of overhead charges or waste of time 
in waiting for work. From this point of view 
it would, therefore. be of considerable benefit 
to their practices if something could be done 
to hasten decisions on important matters by 
Government Departments. With conditions as 
they were, it seemed obvious that the present 
scale of charges was barely adequate. 


With regard to regional planning, the delays 
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did not occur quite in the same way, and, on 
the whole, there was not the same cause for 
waste of time. There were no statutory re- 
quirements to be fulfilled, but difficulties arose 
in fixing a scale for such work, in that the 
amount of technical work to be provided for 
was not so easy to interpret ; so much depended 
on the scope of the plan and the number of 
interests which had to be consulted and kept 
in line. For these reasons it had been almost 
impossible for tho Institute to fix a scale of 
fees suitable for general application to regional 
planning schemes. In April last, the Council 
of the Institute issued a scale of fees for re- 
gional-planning schemes for the guidance of 
members. The peculiar difficulties in apply- 
ing the scale were then recognised, and it was 
suggested that, before quoting @ fee for any 
regional-planning scheme, members should 
communicate with the President, who was 
authorised to settle the fee. What appeared to 
them to be specially desirable was the fixing 
of a schedule or specification setting forth the 
minimum amount of technical work which 
should be done in the preparation of a regional 
survey and regional plan. This schedule 
could be drawn up by a Committee of the In- 
stitute composed particularly of members with 
wide experience of regional schemes, and it 
should set forth in outline the matter 
which could be the subject of a general survey 
and those which should be dealt with in some 
detail before the plan was begun. This schedule 
could also give a summary of the maps to be 
prepared in order to illustrate the result of 
the survey. It should be set forth what should 
be included in the plan by way of report de- 
scriptive of, and maps illustrating, the pro- 
posals. Tt should be possible, under these 
conditions, to fix some fee to cover an average 
case for a minimum area, leaving it to indi- 
vidual members to vary this fee according to 
whether the area was larger than the average, 
or presented unusually complicated problems. 


The authors deprecated town planners 
quoting against each other and strongly con- 
demned the submission of tenders for work.. 
At. a time when they were trying to create 
confidence in their ability to render a special 
service of real value, it was inopportune to 
cheapen the technical side of regional and town 
planning. The precedents they created to-day 
would become the standards of to-morrow, and 
local authorities would accept their valuation 
of their services. 

The fact that all of them in their individual 
capacities belonged to other professions had, 
or should have, an important bearing on the 
professional practice of town planning. In the 
first instance, they should see to it that the 
ethics and the regulations governing their In- 
stitute were not inferior to the standards of 
the allied professions to which they belonged. 
While it was, of course, desirable that there 
should be friendly rivalry and a spirit of com- 
petition in the pubic service, as between the 
members of separate professions, an architect 
and an engineer, say, should not set themselves 
up one against the other, nor create any im- 
pression on the outside public other than that 
of desiring to do the best in their separate 
spheres for town planning as a whole. One 
point, though a delicate one, which should be 
touched upon was the personal relationship be- 
tween the various professional sections. It 
was essential, for instance, that the town 
planner, who was primarily an architect, 
should act loyally and in the spirit of 
camaraderie towards his fellow-member who 
was an engineer, and vice versa. 


A question which had been the source of un- 
certainty in the minds of some members was 
as to what should be the right attitude in 
relation to voluntary work. There were many 
cases in which a town planner, resident in a 
district or particularly interested in one, might 
feel disposed to give advice or even carry out 
part of a scheme without charge as his contri- 
bution to the “ cause.’’ He might feel impelled 
to proffer a age Ly i cases, ev ged his 
special know an ence wou in- 
te At the same time by refraining 
from making any charge, while he might dic- 
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arm such criticism as would imply that his 
interest was merely a financial one, a town 
planner would hardly be acting fairly to the 
fellow-members of his Institute. There was 
also a danger of local authorities, given these 
circumstances, under-estimating the value of 
the work and, moreover, of using a precedent 
of this kind unfairly against professional men 
who, under normal circumstances, charged full 
fees. It seemed to them, therefore, that the 
right principle was for the scale of fees to be 
adhered to in all cases, and then if a member 
felt that he desired to make a special contribu- 
tion to a particular scheme or locality, he 
could contribute his fees, or part of them, to 
the public and thereby give a practical indica- 
tion of the worth of professional service. 

The consulting town planner in Britain had 
«& peculiar difficulty in carrying on his pro- 
fession which was not met with in other 
countries, where the standards of municipal 
engineering were not so high, and outside 
expert advice was of greater necessity. It 
was fortunate that they included many men 
in the Institute who were amongst the most 
distinguished municipal engineers in the 
country, and who, in their official capacities, 
had done so much to promote sound methods 
of development. It was natural that many 
engineers and surveyors were much. preoccupied 
in duties dealing with the current problems 
that faced them in relation to new growth and 
physical changes in their communities—and 
for this reason outside expert aid became a 
necessity. Consulting town planners must 
recognise three things in this connection if they 
were to be successful in their practice. In the 
first place, they must be prepared to enter 
the service of a town as a consultant to the 
engineer and to carry out their work with his 
full collaboration. This should be so even 
when they were engaged to undertake the 
whole work of planning. Their services would 
only be of value in proportion as they were 
able by special study and wide experience to 
contribute something that was of value to the 
‘community, in addition to what it could obtain 
from the resident engineer of high standing 
and qualification. It was a good thing for 
their profession that they had this test to 
meet. They might depend upon it that the 
engineer of the local authority would appreciate 
their aid so long as they could give him some- 
thing he was not able to obtain from other 
sources. 

Besides town and regional-planning schemes 
under the Act, members of the Institute were 
concerned in general estate development, pre- 
paration of lay-out plans and housing schemes. 
Where work of this sort was undertaken a 
variety of duties were involved, but the same 
general principles applied as in the larger 
schemes. It was very important that the 
Institute should make itself felt as a vigorous, 
public-spirited, professional body and show 
that in safeguarding the interests of its mem- 
bers it was, in fact, safeguarding the public 
interest. The profession of town planning was 
still in its infancy, and during the few years 
which had elapsed since the passing of the 
1909 Act it had not been possible to evolve the 
complete codes of etiquette and the regulations 
which applied to the older professions. What 
needed to be stressed all the time was the 
essential fact that town planning in a technical 
sense was not a casual job, which could be 
taken on by any official or private practitioner 
without previous knowledge or experience. 
Town planning, like most other new sciences, 
had suffered from the amateur and from the 
man who took everything up in turn when: it 
became popular. The Institute had taken a 
prominent part in the discussion of the prac- 
tical problems of town planning during recent 
vears. When public questions affecting its 
interests or its sphere of influence had come 
up, it had pronounced its views clearly, and 
the Institute had been represented. on: innu- 
merable occasions on deputations to Govern- 
ment Departments, local authorities and other 
public bodies. It was also necessary that they 
should continue to give close attention to the 
matter of education and to collaborate with 
other bodies, such as the Royal Institute of 


’ profession. 
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British Architects, the Surveyors’ Institution 
and the Institution of Municipal and County 
Isngincers with regard to their courses of study 
in town planning, and their future extension. 
Professional practice must have its due place 
on the educational side, for it was only in the 
course of his daily work that the town planner 
came to grips with the real problems of his 
Finally, we should have the am- 
bition to make town planning not merely an 
auxiliary branch of other professions, but, in 
course of time, a distinct profession—to which 
the architect, engineer and surveyor would still 
have contributions of expert aid to make, but 
in which men would be engaged exclusively in 
de¥cloping the art of town-designing and town- 
building. 

A lengthy discussion followed, in which 
Messrs. F. L. Thompson, R. Bruce, Reay 
Nadin, M. Harris, Professor S$. D. Adshead, 
H. V. Lanchester, G. L. Pepler, W. K. 
Davidge, A.’ E. Mirams (Bombay), J. W. 
Wilson (Shanghai), and A. Harrison (Pales- 
tine) took part. 

Mr. F. L. Thompson pointed out the 
various great factors needed in a town 
planner, which were by no means limited to 
technical ability, and said the range and 
diversity of the problems were so great that 
it was unpossible for one individual to master 
them all. This pointed to the profession of 
town planner being developed on the lines set 
forth in the paper. 

Mr. Reay Nadin, speaking as a town clerk, 
advised members to seek a reasonable re- 
muneration, for experience had shown that 
local authorities would not act in a penurious 
spirit where good service was rendered. 

Mr.'M. Harris touched on the question of 
local authorities inviting one or two men to 
quote fees, and pointed out that in the case 
of a committee dealing with a matter such as 
town planning, which was something they 
were not largely acquainted with, it was not 
unreasonable that they should ask that more 
than one name should be put forward. If they 
tried to drive this levelling up of fees too hard 
they would put both themselves and com- 
mittees of local authorities in a difficult posi- 
tion. A moré satisfactory thing would be for 
& local authority to offer a premium for a 
scheme. 

Professor Adshead offered the suggestion of 
compensation amongst members, and whilst 
he agreed that it would be possible for the 
President to put forward several names to a 
local authority, that, authority should put one 
name on one side before approaching another. 


Mr. Pepler pointed out that officials of muni- 
cipal bodies were beginning to appreciate that 
real town planning was the basis of all their 
work. Whether they were dealing with 
sewers, or whatever it might be, the proper 
allocation of things was all based on that. 
They were beginning to realise that the 
borough engineer was really the town planner, 
and the more the official realised this the more 
ready would he be to call in a specialist on a 
particular subject and the more able would he 
be to co-ordinate the specialists, so that all 
their work would go to bring about town 


planning. 
Mr. A. Lloyd replied, and. said they would 


either have to have fees fixed somewhat on the 
basis which had been discussed or else be paid 
on a time basis, and he did not think local 
authorities would agree to this basis.

Westminster, Wednesday. 
Scottish Housing. 

Captain Elliot, Parliamentary Secretary to th 
Scottish Board of Health, during a debate on the 
Scottish Estimates, said that while the housing 
situation in Scotland was improving, and 8,00.) 
odd houses were built last year, it was still far 
below what was necessary for the needs of the 
people as a whole. But the numbers were going 
up. For the first time they had touched and 
passed 1,000 houses in a month. In May 1,175 
houses were completed, and the curve of housing 
was steadily rising. 


The Thames Bridges. 

Sir William Davison asked the Prime Minister 
whether he would appoint a special committee 
of qualified persons to consider and report as 
rapidly as possible on the bridges over the 
Thames in the London area and the approaches 
thereto, as to what additional bridges, if any, 
were required, or would shortly be required, and 
of these which, in the opinion of the committee, 
was of the greatest urgency and should first be 
proceeded with; and, pending the Report of 
such committee, whether representations could 
be made to the Corporation of the City of 
London to defer further action with regard to the 
proposed St. Paul's Bridge. 

Mr. Baldwin said that, having regard to the 
public anxiety which the question of the London 
bridges had aroused and to the variety of 
interests and circumstances which had to be 
taken into account in this connection, the 
Government had decided to appoint a Royal 
Commission. in order that the whole subject of 
bridges over the Thames in the London azea might 
be impartially and authoritatively reviewed. 

Sir W. Davison asked the Prime Minister 
whether he would urge the Commission to bring 
up their report as soon as possible, as the matter 
was one of great urgency. 

Mr. Baldwin said he realised that time was 
very important. 

Mr. Day asked whether there was any 
guarantee that the Commission's report would be 
adopted. 

Mr. Baldwin said they must wait until the 
report was made. 

Mr. Sandeman asked whether work 
be begun on Waterloo Bridge at once. 

Mr. Baldwin said he could not answer that 
question.

The Subsidy. 

Mr. Mackinder asked the Minister of Health 
if he would state the future policy of his depart- 
ment with regard to the housing subsidy, in order 
that local authorities might formulate their 
plans, 

Sir K. Wood said that, as the Minister had 
previously stated in reply to questions on this 
subject, Section 5 of the Housing Act, 1924, 
required that the review of the subsidy at 
present payable should be undertaken after 
October | next and he was not in a position to 
anticipate the review which must be undertaken 
under the Statute some months hence. The Act 
of 1924 contemplated that in the event of a 
modification of the present rate of subsidy being 
made by Order consequent on the review to be 
undertaken under Section 5, the present rate of 
subsidy should continue to be payable in respect 
of any houses completed by a date to be fixed 
by the Order. If such an Order was made the 
Minister would propose to fix this date at such 
a period after October 1, 1926, as would ordi- 
narily suffice for the completion of a house which 
had been bona fide on October 1.

Mr. Day asked the Minister of Health if the 
Farnham R.D.C. had submitted plans for the 
establishment of sewage works in the Frensham 
Ponds area ; and, in view of the popularity of 
this district among tourists from overcrowded 
London districts, would he take such action 48 
would retain this beauty spot as an open space.

AND CRAFTS 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


Tove there is evidence of plenty of initia- 
tive and praiseworthy effort on the part of the 
direction, this exhibition of students’ work is 
rather disappointing, even after allowing for 
the difference when examples are not specially 
selected for exhibition. We should imagine 
that the students here are more drawn from 
the locality and younger than those whose work 
is shown at the Central Schools and collected 
from a wider circle; but even allowing for this 
there is a lack felt. The method of teaching 
seems over-impressed. There is too much sys- 
tem, aS, for instance, in some of the figure 
drawing, which gives rather a _ hardness 
to many of the studies. It is so much easier 
to prick out little plants of oneself than to 
propagate the identity of others, yet it is what 
comes out of the student that matters most, 
and the trouble here is that there seems some 
inclination to enclose him in a straight waist- 
coat. The treatment imposed in the use of 
pen-and-ink line drawing and drawing from 
casts is an instance of this over-impressed 
method. 


Craft training becomes a positive deterrent 
when the pupil’s success depends more on his 
ability to absorb the manner and teaching of 
his instructor than in developing his own. 
We have seen elsewhere examples of this, the 
promising pupil being that one most able to 
assimilate and take the stamp of the school 
instruction. This standardisation of type con- 
tradicts the first principles of education, and 
instead of the student finding himself, per- 
sonality becomes subdued to its environ- 
ment. Apart from this tendency there is much 
to interest the visitor. We should expect that 
under the efficient guidance of the Principal 
the pottery shown would be of interest, and 
there are many praiseworthy examples— 
prominent among them the small glazed 
earthenware figure of a mother and child and 
squirrel, and the successfully modelled naked 
boy with dove. Technical excellence is shown 
in the bowls and dishes exhibited, and this side 
of the work is very promising. 


The exhibition includes first and second year 
work of students, and some of these earlier 
studies are well executed; while the exhibits 
range over a wide field, embracing block 
printing, engraving, typography, script book- 
binding, embroidery, metal work, etc. The 
line cuts shown have breadth and are effective. 
The water-colour section shows a little too 
great dependence on body colour before the 
resources of the transparent material have been 
appreciated. The setting-out of title-pages in 
the typography class shows considerable taste, 
one, ‘‘ Leaves from the Golden Legend,”’ being 
the best; and the type printing is on the whole 
very creditable. Letiering is not quite so 
successful, initial letters by V. Chaffey and 
H. May having too much the effect of the 
blacks being cut out with scissors, forgetful 
of the fact that the paper is part of the design 
as well as the ink. The smaller life studies 
shown are many of them excellent. Script, 
alas! is too much that to which we have 
become accustomed, reaching that level of tidy 
conventionality which seems capable of infinite 
multiplication. The examples are well done, 
and the fault is not with the students but the 
convention which keeps them within such 
narrow, accustomed lines. There is no free- 
dom, discovery, or personal bias, and it appears 
to be forgotten that this kind of writing was 
the only thing available at one time. Unless 
stronger personal characteristics are revealed 
through it, if it is to be as formal as printing, 
the lettering as identical as in typography, 
why not print it? This fatal facility for 
dentity with dead precedents has given it a 
sort of vogue—and it should not be encouraged. 

We have to remember that craft training is 
to enable us to create something ourselves, 


and that it is the least part of art that can 
be learned. The danger is lest we should 
think not too much but too little of this pre- 
dominating purpose. The first object of the 
teacher should be to enable the pupil to 
transcend his teaching, to guide him to his 
own interpretation, through the mastery of 
materials, beyond the familiar and the im- 
posed. The peril of the art school lies in the 
too great impress of ephemeral influences, de- 
teriorated by industrialism; and the student 
should be directed to look beyond craft to its 
further purpose, which is an end transcending 
it. We cannot teach art but can open the way 
to it by a wise appreciation of this funda- 
mental purpose. In good orchestration the 
sound comes without the sense of the separate 
instruments, the method is subordinated to 
the music; so in good craftsmanship, which is 
implied in the art. For a long time now we 
have been rather reversing the process. Over- 
insistence on craft methods, stereotyping the 
output, until the professional artist and crafts- 
man is almost suspect. All depends on the 
attitude, the life we bring to it, because life 
comes first and governs all the rest; if we seek 
for beauty, means will be forthcoming. We 
shall not fail, craftsmanship will not fail us, 
though alone it will not take us there. It is 
a life—a devotion—any other way it is a 
profession, not an art. 


The exhibition, which should be interesting 
to educationalists, and hardly less so for the 
ordinary visitor, is open daily from 2 p.m. to 
9 p.m. (except Fridays) until June 30. 
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THE ATHOLL STEEL 
HOUSE 


At Blair Atholl recently a further contingent 
of six steel houses, forming part of a contract 
for 500 to be erected by Messrs. Wm. Beard- 
more & Co., Ltd., in various parts of Scot- 
land, were formerly opened by Mrs. Stewart 
Fothringham. The Duke of Atholl, who pre- 
sided, stated that these houses, which are of 
three apartment bungalow type, are erected at 
a contract price of £380 each, including foun- 
dations. Ordinary wages are paid, and at the 
price mentioned they had been able to com- 
pete with brick houses. 


In answer to inquiries made by our repre- 
sentative, tenants of these steel houses in- 
formed him that although during the past 
winter 27 degrees of frost had been registered 
the water service was not affected in any way. 
The heating is good on a light consumption of 
coal, and no trouble has been experienced with 
smoky chimneys. 

The foundations are of concrete, upon which 
are erected the walls of steel plate (without 
wood stiffening), which support the roof. The 
framing of the roof and of the inner walls 
and partitions is of timber. The inner walls 
are lined with ‘ Celotex’’ or other similar 
material, and distempered or papered. The 
exterior walls are treated with a rough-casb 
effect and can be coloured as required. The 
illustrations show the three- and four-apart- 
ment bungalow type which is mostly favoured 
for rural districts. For districts where the 
population is denser the houses are of the two- 
flat type for Scotland, and the usual two-floor 
house type for England.

Cesspool Question. 
{Rerty to “ Arcurrect,”’ JuNE 18.] 


Under section 25 of the Public Health Act, 
1875, it is compulsory in every urban district, 
and in all rural districts where the section is 
in force, that every new house shall be provided 
with means of drainage communicating with 
a sewer, or (if there is no sewer within 100 ft.) 
then into a covered cesspool, or such other 
place as the local authority shall direct. Under 
the Act a “ drain’ is that which receives the 
drainage of one house, while a “sewer” is 
that which receives the drainage of two or 
more houses. The latter is vested in the local 
authority, whose duty it is to repair it, if it 
receives the drainage of two or more houses 
belonging to the same owner. Unless, therefore, 
the local authority has a local Act enabling it 
to vary the law, it may be taken that the 
Courts have held that a local authority is 
empowered, under the above quoted section, 
to prohibit anything in the nature of combined 
drainage of two or more houses, 

Now, although a cesspool is not part of a sewer, 
it has been held that a cesspool may, by the 
construction of a sewer leading out of it, become 
a mere catchpit, and so part of the whole sewer 
reparable by the local authority. 

“ Architect ’’ will gather from the above that, 

in the event of the drainage from the pair of 
cottages being taken to a sewer, there would te 
imposed on the local authority the liability 
to repair the length of pipe from the point of 
junction with the drain from one cottage with 
the drain from the other cottage. 
» Further, it may be stated that no by-laws 
forbid combined drainage; they merely regu- 
late the drains, &c., that must be provided by 
Act of Parliament. Also, the Ministry of 
Health has not at any time given a local authority 
power to dispense with its own by-laws. It 
cannot do so. Certain powers are given under 
sections 24 and 25 of the Housing. Town-Plan- 
ning, &c., Act, 1919, which, however, lapse 
after December 31st, 1926. Also, under section 
9 of the Housing Act, 1925, certain provisions 
are made. But in these cases the relaxations 
of by-laws permitted are in connection with 
housing schemes. 

Since, from all the above, it follows that the 
law is that the local authority cannot disp-nse 
with its own by-laws, and that by Act of Parlia- 
ment each house must have its own drain and 
communication to the sewer or to its own cess- 
pool, all that “ Architect ’’ can do is to approach 
the local authority with the view of entering 
into an agreement for what has already been 
done to be retained pending communication 
with a sewer when that is laid. Opportunity is 
afforded for this to some extent under Part III 
—s Provisions) of the Public Health Act,

Builder’s Loose Plant.

Str,—All builder's plant should be stamped 
With an identification mark, and if the foremen 
of the different jobs are called upon to sign for 
all plant taken over for their respective jobs and 
made to account for it either as wastage or by 
return at the close of the job, it should be fairly 
tasy to keep the necessary check. It is really 
“ matter of discipline, and the foreman who 
‘nows he is in for a warm time if he cannot 
render an account of his stewardship, is more 
likely to be careful than one who knows that 
whatever unlikely yarn he may spin will be 
*ccepted. It is, of course, impossible that he 
will be able to return all that he has drawn,but 
he should be able to show that the deficiencies are 
no more than reasonable wastage. The master 
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builder who knows his job should have no diffi- 
culty in making a right judgment.

Dry Rot. 
[Rep.ty to “ CLerK or Works’”’ AND 
“ Burtvers,” June 18.] 

Srr,—Certainly “ the rot has been encouraged 
by the lino.’ The following came under my 
notice a few years ago. A new kitchen was 
built to a country mansion and partly over an 
old cellar. On completion dry rot was dis- 
covered in the ceiling of the old cellar. The 
lady of the house wanted to cover the kitchen 
floor with cork carpet, but I strongly protested 
that dry rot would ensue, so, against my view, 
instead of covering all the floor, a space of 
about a yard and a half was left uncovered 
all round the centre. In less than four months 
I was sent for to see the kitchen, where, to the 
lady’s grief (and to my inward satisfaction), 
the dry rot had attacked the floor under the 
cork carpet and quite up to the edge of it, 
but not beyond. I could hardly believe my eyes 
when I looked at the dry rot following abso- 
lutely straight lines of the cork carpet. All 
this centre flooring had to be removed and 
replaced with protected new wood, of course. 
I always caution clients against linoleum and 
cork on newly laid floors.

Sm,—Much has been written about dry rot, 
but the man who really understands its true 
origin, its prevention, cure, and limits of activity 
has yet to be born. Probably the most useful 
and concentrated work dealing with the subject 
is the R.I.B.A. pamphlet upon the subject, 
which your correspondent might do well to 
peruse. It is, however, certain that no timber 
in which this disease is incipient can be treated 
by purely preventive measures, and that the 
only safe way of dealing with it is to destroy, and 
to carry the destruction one stage further than 
appears to be absolutely necessary. Timber, 
such as your correspondent describes, bearing 
the typical musty smell in close juxtaposition to 
that definitely known to be infected with this 
disease, should be destroyed without mercy. 
Having destroyed, it remains to take measures 
to avoid a recurrence, and to my mind there is 
little doubt that the lino has encouraged the 
trouble, and should be removed from the 
reinstated floor.

I may 
say that it is extremely unlikely that the neigh- 
bour will either go to law or demand the removal 
of the encroachment, but he is likely to demand 
the most he can get.

Measuring Wall Plaster. 

Srr,—In a bill recently I measured the wall 
plaster net, i.e., exactly as it will be on the wall, 
all door and window openings deducted. North- 
ern practice, applicable to this district, gives 
the work measured over wall and an item 
“ E.0. labour to hollows.’’ Now I recently saw 
a book entitled, I believe, ‘‘ Standard Measure- 
ments,’’ agreed on between the R.I.B.A. and 
all building federations, which stated that plaster 
work would be measured net (as I have done), 
except for openings 4 ft. super. I know that 
the plasterer will fight for his E.O. item, as is 
usual in “ Northern practice,” or else charge 
extra for all door and window openings. In 
view of this book, however, would he or I be 
right? I can only assume that this book on 
“Standard Measurement ’’ supersedes all the 
old Northern and London systems. If I am 
right, would the book be good enough backing 
in view of arbitration ? Boron. 


[We are of the opinion that there is no question 
of right and wrong in this matter, as our corre- 
spondent and the plasterer are, apparently, 
measuring according to different methods, and 
each may be right according to his own method. 
The book to which our correspondent refers is, 
we imagine, “ The Standard Method of Measure- 
ment of Building Works,’’ which was compiled 
by a committee consisting of representatives 
of the Surveyors’ Institution, the Quantity 
Surveyors’ Association (now incorporated with 
the first named), the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the Institute of Builders, 
these representatives being drawn from all 
parts of the Kingdom. Our correspondent has, 
apparently, measured the plastering correctly 
according to the method laid down in this work 
—always provided that the openings to which 
he refers are surrounded by woodwork; if, 
however, there is any visible edge to the plaster, 
which implies that there are plaster reveals and 
soffits to the openings, an item of “labor 
arris,’’ or some other finish to the edge, should 
be taken for all exposed edges, in addition to 
the measurement of the reveals and soffites 
themselves. 

We cannot say if a reference to the above- 
mentioned book would be sufficient backing 
in a case of arbitration; but since the book 
is now widely accepted as being authoritative, 
we are of the opinion that such a reference 
would carry a good deal of weight. It may be 
of interest to our correspondent to know that, 
among the contractors who served on the com- 
mittee which compiled the work to which we 
have made reference, was Mr. Frank Woods, of 
Bolton.—Eb.] 


Green Stain from Bronze.

Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck in the House 
of Commons, asked the Home Secretary how 
many master painters had used waterproof sand. 
paper for rubbing down; how many were stil] 
using it; and whether he had any information 
as to their views on its practical value as a 
substitute for dry rubbing down in the painting 
of houses ? 

Capt. Hacking said he was unable to furnish 
the precise information asked for in the first 
part of this question, but inquiries indicated 
that the new process had not been adopted 
yet to any great extent. As regarded the last 
part, he would draw the attention of the noble 
Lord to the letter which appeared in The 7'imes 
on the 10th inst., from the secretary of the 
Painting Trade Materials Committee of Great 
Britain and Ireland, in which he stated that a 
considerable number of painting trade firms had 
found a new process both satisfactory as a 
preventive of lead dust and economical in cost. 
He understood that this had been the general 
experience of firms carrying out painting work 
for the Office of Works whick prohibited the 
use of dry rubbing down in all its painting 
specifications.

THE BUILDING TRADE 


BUILDING CONTRACTS 


By W. T. CRESWELL,

NEGLIGENCE IN CERTIFYING (I.) 


Certifying the Most Important Function of 
the Architect. 


Tue granting of certificates, whether ‘‘ pro- 
gressive,"’ ‘* completion,’’ or “* final ’’ certifi- 
cates, is the most important function of the 
architect; and although ‘‘ progressive "’ certi- 
ficates are not as a general rule binding or 
conclusive, it is usually provided in the con- 
tract that, ‘‘ completion’’ and “ final” 
certificates shall be so. They are therefore 
binding, and cannot be set aside except in 
very special circumstances, as, for instance, 
when there is fraud or collusion between the 
architect and either party to the contract, or 
where the architect capriciously withholds any 
certificate, or over-certifies, or grants a cer- 
tificate not performed at the date of issue. 
The architect must be in a position to uphold 
his certificate by actual facts and figures; and 
in arriving at the decision thereon he must 
show the exercise of knowledge, skill and 
judgment. 

Effect of Over-certifying. 

Unless acting in a quasi-judicial capacity, 
under the contract, the architect, in certifying, 
is liable to his employer for all negligence or 
unskilful measurement or valuation of work ; 
and, if he should have over-certified the amount 
due to the builder, and the latter becomes 
bankrupt, leaving the employer to complete 
the work at his own expense, then the archi- 
tect might be held liable to the employer for 
whatever loss may have been occasioned by 
his over-certifying. 

In Rogers v. James (1891, 8 T.L.R. 67) 
an architect was employed to superintend the 
erection of a house. The building contract 
provided that his decision on all disputes 
arising out of the contract was binding on the 
parties thereto. The architect claimed balance 
of his fees from the employer, and the latter 
counterclaimed for negligence on the part of 
the architect by reason of which certain works 
were omitted by the builder. The architect 
contended he had deducted a certain sum 
therefor in givmg his final certificate, and 
that the matter could not be reopened by the 
employer, since under the contract his (the 
architect's) decision was final. The jury found 
for the architect on the claim and for the 
building owner on the counterclaim. On the 
architect moving for a judgment or a new 
trial on the counterclaim, it was held that 
the architect's certificate is final as between 
builder and building owner, but not as be- 
tween the building owner and the architect ; 
and that the building owner was entitled to 
recover damages for negligence in supervision 
and in over-certifying, notwithstanding the 
certificate issued to the builder. 


The Certificate a Condition Precedent. 


If the contract expressly provides that the 
architect's certificate shall be a condition 
precedent to the contractor's right to payment, 
then, in general, the architect cannot be forced 
to certify, and the builder cannot claim pay- 
ment from the employer in the absence of a 
certificate; so the builder is in the hands of 
the architect, and if, for instance, the latter 
is genuinely withholding a certificate till cer- 
tain of his directions are carried out, the 
builder must comply or be prepared to prove 
that these directions were unjust or constituted 
fraud, corruption or collusion with the em- 
ployer. An architect may be guilty of fraud 
merely as having wrongfully and unreasonably 
delayed certifying. The Court cannot compel 
the architect to give a certificate, but it may 


direct the employer to pay without the archi- 
tect’s certificate, and subsequently the em- 
ployer has redress against the architect. 

In Kellet v. New Mills U.D.C. (1900, 
Vol. II, H.B.C. 298) where an engineer de- 
layed and refused to certify, though fraud was 
not alleged against him, it was held that the 
plaintiff could recover from the defendants 
without the engineer’s certificate; and in 
Ludbrooke v. Barrett (1877, 46 L.J. (C.P. 
798) the contractor had duly performed his 
contract, and on the architect refusing to 
certify it was held that both the architect and 
the employer had fraudulently withheld pay- 
ment. 

In Eaglesham v. McMaster (1920, 2 K.B. 
169) a clause in the building contract pro- 
vided that the certificate of the architect “‘ is 
a condition precedent to the contractor's right 
of action against the employer "’; and another 
clause further provided that the architect was 
to be the sole arbitrator or umpire between 
the employer and contractor in case of dis- 
putes, etc., arising. It was held that, having 
regard to these provisions, the intention of 
the parties was that the plaintiff should only 
be entitled to recover if he had a certificate 
of the architect, and when such certificate had 
not been given, the plaintiff, in the absence of 
misconduct or collusion on the part of the 
architect, could not recover. 

Finally, the foregoing is made clear by the 
following decision, where, in Derry v. Peek 
(1889, 14 A.C. 337), Lord Herschell said: 
‘** First, in order to sustain an action for 
deceit, there must be proof of fraud, and 
nothing short of that will suffice. Secondly, 
fraud is proved when it is shown that a false 
representation has been made (1) knowingly, 
or (2) without belief in its truth, or (8) 
recklessly, careless whether it is true or false 
ele’ To prevent a false statement being 
fraudujent, there must always be an honest 
belief in its truth. Thirdly, if fraud is proved, 
the motive of the person guilty of it is im- 
material; it matters not that there was no 
intention to cheat or injure the person to 
whom the statement is made.”’ 


Certifying when Work is Defective. 

An architect may be guilty of negligence if 
he grants a certificate which in the circum- 
stances shows want of care or skill in that 
the building work is eventually proved to have 
been done in a defective and inferior manner, 
or the amount due to the builder to have 
been over-certified. In Saunders & Collard v. 
Broadstairs Local Board (1890, Vol. II, 
H.B.C. 298) the superintending engineers 
were proved to have been negligent by 
having certified due and satisfactory comple- 
tion of a drainage scheme and by over- 
certifying the amount of work done. .It was 
held that they were liable to repay to their 
employers, the defendants, the amount by 
which the contractors were overpaid on their 
certificates; and the liability was not limited 
to the amount of their professional charges. 


The Certificate when Given cannot be 
Altered or Varied. 

When once an architect has given a certifi- 
cate he cannot afterwards alter or vary it; 
but if he is negligent by certifying less than 
the proper sum that is due to the contractor, 
the latter has a right to recover from the 
employer. So, too, if the contractor has 
fraudulently refused to certify in collusion 
with the employer, the contractor may claim 
from the employer what is due to him, and 
also may maintain an action against the 
architect for damages for fraud. 


IMPOSSIBLE STANDARDS 
OF LIVING 


We cannot refrain from quoting some ob- 
servations made at the Ordinary General Meet- 
ing of the City of London Real Property Com- 
pany by the chairman, Mr. W. E. R. Innes, 
because, in very simple language, he stated 
some clear facts. Speaking of the effect of the 
recent strikes, he is reported as having said: 
“In the long run fundamental rules, though 
they may be retarded for a time, cannot be 
avoided and will assert themselves. A country 
can only sell its exports at such a figure as 
its customers are willing or able to pay, and 
where the population has in the main to live 
out of the money received from those exports 
the wages of the producers cannot fail 
eventually to be regulated by the selling price 
of their work, whatever form of Government 
they may have and however much they may 
kick against it. I am afraid that, as a nation, 
we are behaving very foolishly and are trying 
to live the life we like and think we ought 
to live without realising that in order to do 
this we must earn the necessary money to 
provide the required standard of comfort."’ 

However unpalatable it may be, this is the 
plain truth, and the war, which upset economic 
rules because munitions had to be produced 
quite apart from the question of cost of pro- 
duction, has caused the nation to put the cart 
before the horse, because a standard of living 
was attained and became fixed irrespective of 
the consideration whether it could really be 
maintained when world competition resumed 
its sway. To fix a standard of living first, 
and to base wages upon that without regarding 
whether or not they can be earned, is an 
economic impossibility, and we are still con- 
tinuing to try to square the circle. The 
standard of living must depend upon the earn. 
ing power of any nation, otherwise it, is 
treading the path which leads to bankruptcy. 
So far have we got away from economic prin- 
ciples that we even base our poor relief on the 
fictitious standard of living, and thus further 
handicap our industries. 

Mr. Innes referred to the extreme cases of 
outdoor relief, but it is not necessary to go 
to the extreme cases. There is not a class in 
the country which is not guilty of too much 
extravagant expenditure, except that unfor- 
tunately large class who are compelled to live 
on so-called fixed incomes and who are pinched 
between the devil and the deep sea—high 
prices and high wages on the one hand and 
public extravagance on the other hand reflected 
in high rates and taxes. All classes need to 
call a halt and seriously to consider the 
financial state of the country, or unprecedented 
distress must inevitably follow.

Drainage Scheme, Uxbridge. 

Uxbridge R.D.C. have recently received 
sanction to a loan of £74,358 for the first 
section of a scheme of £130,000, for the 
drainage of the Parishes of Ickenham, Hilling- 
don and Harefield. The scheme is in the area 
of the Thames Conservancy and provides for 
outfall and branch sewers and sewage disposal 
works, where the sewage will be pumped for 
settlement and purification treatment on 
bacterial filter s, the effluent discharging 
into the Yeading Brook. The scheme has been 
designed by Messrs. W. H. Radford & Son, 
of Nottingham, with the assistance of Mr. 
E. E. T. Bolton, C.E., the Engineer and Sur- 
veyor to the Council. The first contract has 
been let to Messrs. G. Percy Trentham, Ltd., 
of Birmingham.

‘TYPES OF STAIRCASES. 


The Straight Staircase: A single flight as 
shown in Figs. 4 & 5, in one direction is termed 
a straight stair; and, as has been pointed out, 
it is often found in practice to be too ae In 
some instances, to avoid the necessity for a 
straight flight having every step in the same 
direction a few of the bottom steps or the top 
steps, or both, are radiated from the newel 
post as centre. These steps are termed

winders, and though of common occurrence 
and adding to the artistic appearance of a 
stairway, are to be avoided if possible, as they 
are not only inconvenient for the passage of 
furniture and for the straightforward laying of 
the carpet, but are often quite dangerous, 
especially for children. Straight stairs eome- 
times have a landing in their length, which 
extends across the whole width of the flight 
and should not be less than 3 ft. in depth. 
However, the method is not to be recom- 
mended as it is uneconomical of space, also it 
is often the cause of accidents from falling 
owing to the unexpectedness of the change of 
direction coming without a turning or other 
sufficient warning.

_ Landing and Newel or Dog-legged Stair : The 
simplest method of overcoming the chief ob- 
jections to a straight stair is to construct the 
stair in two flights, having a landing between 
them on which 4 turn is made and the direc- 
tion of ascent reversed. This form of stair- 
case is termed a dog-legged stair, and the 
outer edges of the two flights being in the 
same plane there is consequently no space be- 
tween them. As has been mentioned floor 
space is saved by this method, but from this 
saving will have to be deducted that space 
occupied by tie landing, which should not be 
less than 3 ft. Also the width of a well 
for a single flight will, in the case of the dog - 
legged stair, be doubled. As is explained later 


in the construction of stairs, a newel post is 
found necessary to receive the outer string or 
board into which the ends of the steps are 
housed at the same time as the etring and

handrail of the upper flight are housed into its 
upper portions. Whereas in the open newel 
stairs a space is left between the two flights 
and one newel post takes the string and hand- 
rail of one flight only. The landing in a dog- 
legged stair is termed a half-space landing, 
which ig one that extends across the whole 
width of both flights. However, this landing, 
for reasons of economy of space, is often occu- 
pied by winders. But as already been explained, 
winders can scarcely be recommended as safe, 
and nowhere is this more marked than when 
occurring in a dog-legged stair where as many 
as seven steps may come to a point at the 
single newel, giving as much as 4 ft. vertical 
drop at that point.

The open or newel stair, as distinguished 
from the dog-legged stair, has a well-hole or 
space between the two flights which neces- 
sitates the use of either a very wide newel, or 
two newels, according to the width of the space 
between the flights. This method also permits 
of the introduction of one or two eteps in the 
width of the landing and the consequent divid- 
ing of the landing into two landings at dif- 
ferent levels. Each portion of the landing is 
then termed a quarter-space landing. It is 
important to note that the dividing of two 
quarter-space landings by one step only is to

be rigorously avoided, as the practice has been 
proved by an action at law to be exceedingly 
dangerous as the mental effort necessary to 
prepare the limbs for the requisite action of 
encountering a change in level is not suf. 
ficiently excited by one step only. This class 
of staircase is that usually found in better. 
class buildings, and amongst its advantages 
are that where no side light is possible the 
open well enables a certain amount of light 
to have passage from a skylight above to the 
lower flights. Its disadvantages are the 
greater width of staircase hall required, and 
that its use encourages winders as already 
pointed out. 

The space between the bottom and top flight 
may be so enlarged and the two quarter-space 
landings divided by a number of steps so that 
the staircase becomes practically three flights 
running along the walls of the staircase hall; 
or alternatively, as is often seen in large 
houses or hotels, the landing—a half-space 
landing—may be extended across the hall until 
it becomes a gallery. Such a gallery is 
frequently bayed out over cantilever brackets 
when it may be used as a lounge giving pleas- 
ing vistas of the hall below, or, as in old 
work, as a musician's gallery. 

Geometrical Stair: This is one in which the 
setting out of the strings and rails is based 
upon geometrical principles, and one or both 
of the strings and handrails run ccutinuously

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without the introduction of newels from top 
to bottom of the flights, which are continuous. 
Though the staircase well itself may be, and 
generally is, rectangular, the corners of the 
flights are rounded off, and the inner angles 
of the well-hole are either in circular or ellip- 
tical curves. In a stair of this type the intro- 
duction of winders is a matter of necessity; 
but in order to overcome the danger occasioned 
by several winders coming together at poinis 
vertically one over the other, they are set out 
to radiate from various centres—and become 
known as dancing steps. This method not 
only increases the going of the steps, but also 
gives a more artistic and graceful line in the 
sweep of the string and handrail.

Single and Double Flights Combined : In en- 
trance halls to large buildings, such as public 
libraries, town halls. hotels, etc., a staircase 
often commences with a single flight and is 
continued froma landing both right and left, 
turning again on quarter-space landings, and 
reaching the floor above on either hand of the 
point from which it started. Conversely stair- 
cases are also commenced with two flights 
combining into one in their upper portions. 

Circular stairs aro a type of geometrical 
stair, having a central newel built up of the 
inner portions of the treads, but as they are 
usually built in stone they do not come within 
the province of this article.

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BUILDING TRADES 
CONFERENCE AT ILKLEY 


A CONFERENCE of teachers of building trade 
subjects, organised on behalf of the Board of 
Education by Mr. J. L. Manson, H.M.I., of 
Manchester, and attended by representatives 
from Yorkshire and Lancashire, was held re- 
cently at Ilkley. The object was to give to 
technical teachers dealing with building sub- 
jects an opportunity of hearing lectures upon 
the methods to be adopted in their work of 
instruction, and for discussion both amongst 
themselves and with representatives of the 
building industry. 

The conference commenced on Friday even- 
ing, June 11, when a discussion on ‘* Improve- 
ments in the teaching of drawing to building 
trade students *’ was opened by Mr. M. §. 
Briggs, H.M.I. 

On Saturday morning Mr. Manson opened 
a discussion on ‘‘ Applications of general 
technical methods to the ancillary subjects in 
building and trade courses.’ In the afternoon 
representatives at the conference paid a con- 
ducted visit to Bolton Abbey. 

Sir Edwin Airey, of Leeds, presided over the 
concluding meeting on Saturday evening, when 
there was a discussion on the value of day 
technical schools for apprentices. 

The discussion was opened by the reading 
of two short papers by Mr. 8. W. Smith, head- 
master of the Manchester School for Building 
Trades Apprentices, and Mr. A. Dean, respon- 
sible teacher in the Building Trades Day De- 
partment, Liverpool Central Technical School. 

The schools of which Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Dean are in charge are, it was stated, in size 
at least, unique in this country. Over 200 
apprentices attend each school for one day 
each week, no deduction being made from their 
wages, and receive instruction both in general 
educational subjects and, in the later stages of 
the course, in the work of the trade in which 
they are engaged. Following these courses 
of instruction, the more capable apprentices 
attend the*higher technical classes in these 
cities for more advanced instruction. In both 
cases the schemes are run in association with 
representatives of the building industry, drawn 
from both the employers and the operatives. 
The schools are, therefore, definite indications 
that in these centres at least the building 
industry is taking the question of the training 
of apprentices seriously, and the results are 
expected to show that these schemes will go a 
long way towards solving some of the problems 
in connection with housing and the serious 
shortage of skilled labour in the industry. 
The schools, however, are not intended to 
replace the practical experience to be obtained 
on the job. Even where the schools give prac- 
tical instruction it is rather intended to supple 
ment that given on the job, which is usually 
limited owing to lack of time and pressure of 
competitive conditions. 

In the discussion which followed the reading 
of the papers, Alderman Birch, of York, said 
that the ‘success of these schools must depend 
largely upon the amount of personal influence 
the teacher could put into the mind of each 
student. He thought that to get the best ont 
of a student that student had to make a sacri- 
fice. Simply to take a boy during the day 
time, when he should be working, and place 
him in a school for the purpose of teaching 
him a craft did not seem to him to be the best 
way. The only way to train a boy was on the 
job. Every boy ought of necessity to attend 
evening classes. In these days of short hours 
it was not making too great a demand upon 
an apprentice to ask him to spend two hours 
some nights in the week in attending evening 
schools. 

Mr. Burness, of Bradford Technical College, 
said that it used to be his argument that prac- 
tical work could not be taught in a school, but 
in the last few years he had changed his 
opinion. 

Mr. Hudson, principal of Huddersfield Tech- 
nical College, said that attendance at evening 
classes meant that a boy worked 54 hours 
a week as compared with his father’s 48 hours.

Mt. Duckworth, of Blackburn, argued that 
at the present time the craftsman had no 
advantage over the dolt, and would not have 
until they reached the point when a man 
would be paid for what he could do. They 
could not get men to-day who were worth 
their money in comparison with the old-time 
craftsmen. If they could make the present 
apprentices into craftsmen the standard of 
work would improve. It was an investment 
from a builder's point of view to send his 
apprentices to a day training college. 

Mr. Everett, principal of Leeds Technical 
School, said that day training was necessary 
in these days, which were different from the 
old days. As a result of day education the 
attitude of the student not only to his work 
but also to life in general was changed. 

Mr. Howdill, of Leeds, said that a boy whe 
gave up his time at night to attend evening 
classes sacrificed something. He had a sus- 
picion that masters only sent ‘‘ dud *’ boys to 
day training schools. 

Sir Edwin Airey said that the days he spent 
as an apprentice were the finest years of his 
life, and those which had proved the most 
valuable. There were some employers who 
looked upon both evening and day schools as 
a nuisance, but anyone who thought must 
admit that this type of education was as 
valuable as any they had in the country. 
Money that was being spent on such education 
was true economy, because as a result of it 
they obtained true vaiue for the money spent. 
He had come to the conclusion that they had 
in this country young men who were second to 
none in the world. 

Alderman Birch said that he was not op- 
posed to day training, but he advocated that 
the practical side of day training should be 
done on the job. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Smitl 
and Mr. Dean, Mr. Briggs, H.M.I., said there 
was a good deal to be said for the doctrine of 
self-help, but they had to split the difference 
between spoon-feeding a boy and neglecting 
the opportunities that were before them. 

Thanks were also accorded to the Inspectors 
for arranging the course, and to Sir Edwin 
Airey for presiding.

Scottish Master Plumbers.

Manchester Strike. 


Four hundred plasterers and 200 labourers, 
employed on Manchester building schemes, 
struck work on Saturday, the former demanding 
a wages increase of 3d. an hour and the latter of 
2id. The men have withdrawn from the 
agreement with the Employers’ Federation by 
which the earnings are regulated by the Board 
of Trade figures. 


New Tyre Company Works. 

New works for the Michelin Tyre Co., at 
Stoke-on-Trent, are to be erected by Messrs. 
Peter Lind & Co., in collaboration with Saxild 
& Partners, engineers and contractors. The 
contract value will be over £300,000. This 
comprises: (1) Several single-storied buildings 
covering a ground area of 400,000 ft.; (2) a 
multi-storied reinforced concrete building, with 
45,000 ft. floor area; (3) a boiler and power 
house, with overhead coal bunker, in reinforced 
concrete, accommodating four Stirling boilers ; 
(4) a building containing nine underground 
petrol storage tanks; (5) a reinforced concrete 
enclosure wall 10 ft. high by 3,000 yds. long ; 
(6) 20,000 square yards of macadam roads ; 
(7) all necessary rain-water and soil drains, as 
well as all sanitary arrangements. 

All the single-storied buildings consist of 
steel framework (which is outside the contract), 
with outside walls of hollow concrete blocks or 
brickwork, partitions of brick or breeze concrete 
blocks. The roofs are, generally speaking, 
north light shaped, covered with tile, and about 
150,000 square feet of glazing. ‘he contract 
also includes for painting about 3,000 tons of 
structural steelwork, as well as providing all 
necessary down pipes, windows, and doors. 
In fact, it includes everything required for the 
buildings with the exception of the structural 
steelwork, which has been ordered partly from 
Edward Wood & Co., Ltd. Ocean Works, 
Manchester, and partly from a French firm. 

As the ground on which the buildings have 
to be erected is not very good, all the buildings 
will probably be carried on foundations of 
reinforced concrete _— and beams. The 
design and details of all the reinforced concrete 
work will be prepared by the contractors’ own 
staff to the approval of the Company’s architects 
(Messrs. Wallis, Gilbert & Partners, of 29, 
Roland-gardens, 8.W.7) and the local authorities 
of Stoke-on-Trent.

SCOTLAND 


Stirling.—Scnoot.—The Town Council has 
decided to accept the tenders for the various 
works connected with the erection of a new 
school at Riverside, subject to the approval of 
the Education Authority.

Glasgow.—Hovstne.—With the view of ex- 
tending housing operations on the sites of 
Hillhouse and Balgray Bank, the Corporation 
have decided to purchase 30 acres of land at 
Low Balornock, in the Springburn district, at 
the price of £390 per acre. The purchase 
includes the farmhouse and steading, and the 
rating value of the land is £100. 


Edinburgh.—Hovusrs.—The Dean of Guild 
Court has sanctioned plans for the erection of 
60 houses at Balgreen-road. The houses are 
the first instalment of the 400, which the Cor- 
poration propose building on that site. The 
cost of each is £375. Warrant was also granted 
for the erection of eight double bungalows at 
Saughtonhall-drive and Balgreen-road, and four 
houses at Pennywell, Granton. 


Maxwelltown. — Corraces. — The Town 
Council have decided to erect at Troqueer 
Holm 24 three-apartment cottages at a cost of 
£388 per house. This is an addition to the 
scheme for the erection of 120 houses on the 
same site. 


Kilwinning.—Hovsrs.—The Town Council 
are to proceed with the erection of 16 houses, 
on the housing site in Stevenston-road. 


Haddington.—Hovsrs.—Tenders for the con- 
struction of 44 new houses, costing £15,035, 
have been submitted at a meeting of the Town 
Council. The lowest priced three-apartment 
house was £359, compared with the £380 
estimate of the Board of Health, while the 
lowest priced two-apartment house was £322, 
compared with the £350 of the Board of Health. 
In a discussion regarding whether slates or 
tiles should be used, the architect reported that 
British tiles could not be purchased at the low

Stirling —Bui_pmves.—The Town Council has 
decided to proceed with the erection of police 
buildings, at an estimated cost of about £8,750, 
and £3,000 for a police court, witnesses’ room, 
&e. 

Rothesay.—Station.—The T.C. have ob- 
tained the consent of the Electricity Commis. 
sioners to erect an electricity generating station, 
at an estimated cost of £14,000. 

Sheildhall—Dock Worx.—Rapid progress is 
being made with the great dock scheme at 
Sheildhall, which the Clyde Navigation Trust 
initiated a few years ago. It is estimated that, 
when complete, the scheme will have added 
seven miles of quayage to Glasgow Harbour, 
at a total cost of about £10,000,000.

Courtrai du Nord tiles.” Mr. Wilfrid Hunt 
appeared for the plaintiffs, who said that the 
defendants had not delivered any defence to 
the action. The defendants were not repre- 
sented, and Mr. Justice Astbury made an 
order for.a perpetual injunction in the terms 
asked for by the plaintiffs, restraining the 
use of the words “Courtrai du Nord” by the 
defendants, their servants and agents, and an 
inquiry as to damages sustained by the plaintiffs 
and payment of the costs of the action.
